THE STOLEN LOCOMOTIVE WAS PULLING 
MANAGER DICKINSON’S SPECIAL. 


Ates Coach Sidetracked and the Engine 
Hitched on to a Freight, Which 
Speeded Eastward Over the Union 
Pacifio—No Shots Fired and No Blood- 
shed-—How Gen. Galvin’s Army Was 
Taken In—Cozer Near the Oapital— 
Anxicty at Washington. 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 28.—At 9:45 this 
Morning the Coxey contingent, which has 
been in camp three days at Troutdale, a few 
miles east of this city, captured an engine of 
General Manager Dickinson's special train 
West-bound, on which were a number of 
Union Pacific officials. The Industrials were 
@®xpecting the special and were ready to act 
evidently. Immediately on the special ar- 
riving at the station, the Commonwealers by 
concerted movement took possession of the 
engine and in a few moments had run the 
coach on a switch, detached the locomotive, 
deposed the company’s engineer and fre- 
man, installed their own engineer, and 
within twenty minutes had coupled to a 
freight train in the yards, ana the 600 Com- 
monwealers quickly pied into the empty 
freight cars which they seized, and with 
cheers, waving of hats, fags and banners, 
the Oregon army was on the way East as fast 
@s @ stolen engine could pull a stolen train. 

A United States Marshal, Grady, was at 
Troutdale at the time and telegraphe1 Depu- 
ty Coleman to come on with a special engine. 

(fie boarded the special and went after the 
"fleeing Coxeyites. 

Ru Bridal Vell, the first station out, the 
Coxeyites stopped long enough for one of 
their number to telegraph Union Pacific 
headquarters of their action. and to offer to 
do the company’s local oOusiness. They did 
pick up a car load of freightat one station 
and carried ittothe next. The train was 
manned by an old Union PacifiicC crew. The 
company expressed no apprehension of acci- 
Gent, especially as the officials bad taken 
precautions to see the wid train should have 
the right of way. 

‘General Superintendent Baxter, who was 
aboard Dickinson's train, has arrived here. 
He said: At The Dalles we had intimation 
that they were waiting our special to capt- 
ure the engine. We sent the ladies of the 
party ahead on the regular passenger train. 
When we reached Troutdale there were 500 
or 600 men waiting. They made a rush for us 
ani captured our car and sidetracked and 
took our engine. Marshal Grady and several 
deputies were present, but it was useless to 
protest, as the numbers were too great for 
us. Weat once wired fothe United States 

Attorney-General at Washington, who in- 
formed us that troops would be sent in pur- 
suit of the men. 

Despite Gov. Pennoyer’s assertion that no 
United States troops would enter Oregon, 
two of Fort Walla Walla Cavalry troops left 
thereat 2o’clock for Umatilla to intercept 
the fleeing Coxeyites at that junction. The 
troops at Boise were also ordered to be in 
readiness so as to intercept them at Nampa, 
Idaho, should the Walla Walla troops fail in 
their purpose. 

Union Pacific officials here were at once 
motifed and Attorney-General Cotton went 
before United States District Judge Bellinger 
and procured awarrant for the arrest of 
Gen. Scheffler and all the members of the in- 
dustrial army for the violation of the re- 
straining order issued a few days ago.Orders 
were at once issued for troops. When Brig.- 
Gen. Utis received the message calling for 
troops he at once wiredan order to Fort 
Walisa Wallato prepare to intercept 
the train at Umatilla Junction. 
A special train left Walla Walla at 
Sp. m. with 122 men of the at 
Calvary, under command of Col. Charles E. 
Compton. Officers with the command are 
Capt. W. E. Wilder, Capt. J. R. 
Richards, Iteut. James Lockett, Adjt. 
George E. Oress and Lieut. Voorhis. The 
command hasten days’ rations, ample camp 
equipages unlimited, ammunition, The 
troops reached Umatilla at 4:10,and as the 
Indus trials had not yet arrived, left at 4:80 
‘for Willows.

and, further, that United States 
troops will assist in serving all 
the processes issuing from the United States 
Courts in the disturbed districts against the 
unlawful and irresponsible acts of so-called 
**Coxey contingents.’’ The Government 16 
in earnest in this matter, and it these lawless 
acts continue those engaged in them will be 
made to feel the power of the Government in 
a way they may not expect or relish. It 
seems to be the general opinion here 
that the lawless, tramp element through-

Gen. Galvin’s Train Stealers Put Down 


by Ohio Militia. 


CoL_umpaus, O., April 28.—Not a shot was 
fire! by the detachment of the Ohio militia 
whenit dislodged Gen. Gelvin’s army for 
having seized an O. & M. train. Galvin’s 
men on tue march to Columbus took posses- 
sion of a freight train and compelled the 
train men to pull them to Mt. Sterling, thirty 
miles south ofthis city. Then the train was 


sidetracked. 

This morning Gov. McKinley was appealed 
to by the Sherif of Mt. Sterling 
for troops, as that officer was 
powerless to dislodge the com- 
monwealers, and the B. 4 O0. road was un- 
able to move its trains through Mt. 
Sterling. Three ecompanies of militia 
with a battery of gatiing guns was put 
aboard aspecial train atli:45a. m. and pulled 
out for Mount Steriing. Two Gatiing guns 
wereon the rearcar. Six cars contained 
soldiers. The other was a baggage car. 

It was a surprise, says a telegram from Mt. 
Sterling, to the Galvin army at 1:30 this 
morning when Detective John Mahoney and 
his men asked them to vacate the train. 
When he presented his commission showing 
that he represented the Governor, who had 
given him special powerin accordance with 
law, the Coxeylites laughed at him. They 
refused to hear the commission read. They 
met all demands in the name of the State 
with hoots and jeers. ' 

Mahoney wired these facts to the Governor 
and sald that, unless instructed otherwise, 
he would proceed to put the men off the train 
by force at daybreak. He was told to do 
nothing, and ats a. m. Adjt.-Gen. Howe and 
Atty.-Gen. Richard arrived at the train. 
Afteracnnference with them Scott Cheno- 
with, Sheriff of Madison County, ordered the 
men off the train. The order was kindly 
made. Galvin said he had no control over 
the men and was powerless to do anything. 

The Sherif and the state officers then 
walked along each car and ordered the men 
on each to leave thetrain. This having been 
done, Atty.-Gen. Richards addressed the 
men saying that Chenowith was sheriff of 
the county and the power of the State was 
behind him, 

It you refuse to obey his command to get 
off this train, he said, the State of Ohio 
will compel you to do so. 

When he had concluded Galvin spoke to 
the men saying: 

‘*Men, I have no control over you. You 
must act on yourown judgment in this mat- 
ter. Each man must act for himself inil- 
vidually, but I would advise you to obey the 
order of the Sheriff.’’ 

Not a word came from the men. The Sherif 
then made a request upon the State for the 
assistance of tue military. Galvin sald to a 
reporter: 

**] don’t see the necessity of all this 
trouble. Allthe men want is to ride on that 
train. They do not expect to do anybody or 
anything any injury.’’ 

The troops arrived at Mt. Sterling, thirty 
miles from this city. atl p. m. 

As soon as the troops formed Sheriff Cheno- 
with handed Col. Colta paper directing him 
to make use ofthe military in clearing the 
train. 

Any person,’’ saidthe paper, ‘‘who re- 
sists you will arrest and hold subject to fur- 
ther orders. You will use no more force 
than is necessary to execute this order. You 
will then guard the train and railroad prop. 
erty at this point until further orders. Col. 
Colt ten addressed the men us follows: 

Men, I have asked you kindly to leave 
this train. Your commanding officer has 
surrendered and now inthe name of the 
State of Ohiolorder you to leave. I notiff 
you that will give you three minutes to get 
off the train and if you do notdoso I shall 
use force as Jam authorized to doso, and 
as he spote he drew out his watch to count 
the minutes. He then started down the train 
and repeated his order which was taken up 
by Adjt.-Gen. Howe and other officers. 

Several ofthe Galvinites yelled ‘*We sur- 
render’’ and began to get down, but the mass 
of the men frowned and shook their heads, 
Inthe meantime the troops were movin 
into position, The gatling guns were place 
so as tosweepthe top of the long string of 
cars. Companies A, Band © were at the 
head of the train. There was some hesita- 
tion on the part of the Galvinites. Finally the 
man holding the American flag on top of the 
forward car exclaimed, ‘‘i’ll stay tin 
the last. Gen. Howe extended the time 
and then Col. Colg took Co. A and mounte 
the ear Dearing the flag. As soon as the 
officer reached the flag the fiag-bearer 
laughed and ald: lama law-abiding citi- 
ren and will obey orders.“ He forthwith 
proceeded to elimo down. This was a signal 
for the rest, and in a minute’s time nota 
Commonwealer remained on the cars.

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AKXIETY AT WASHINGTON. 


National and District Officials Worried 
Over the Coming of the Clans. 

WaSHINOTON, D. C., April 28.—Every one 
here who does not keep his eyes and ears 
shut is compelled to see that the Government 
has never been so exercise since the days 
when Gen. Early camped the Confederate 
Army just outside the District line and pre- 
pared to capture the city, as it is now over 
the coming of the Commonwealers. Accora- 
ing to the most reliable information, Presi- 
dent Cleveland was the first man to weaken 
and express the opinion that Ooxeyism is a 
dangerous menace to the peace of the people 
at Washington and the country at large. At 
several Cabinet meetings the approaching 
army has been the subject of serious discus- 
sion, and it was Mr. Cleveland who con- 
ceived the idea of issuing a proclamation 
warning them to keep the peace. 

Senator Allen overstated the case a little 
when he said the troops were being modi- 
ized and the police increased for the purpose 
of preventing a delegation of peaceable cit. 

from assembling in the grounds of the 
Capital and making public their yrievance, 
but on the other hand Senator Hawley 
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equally overstated his side of the case when 
he added to his rebuke of Allen’s anarchistic 
speech the denial that the rumored precau- 
tions are being taken, It is absolutely true 
that the President, Secretary of War, Com- 
missioners of the District, the Superintend- 
ent of Police, the executive officers of the 
Senate and Hotse and the committees of 
Congress having io charge the public bud 
ings and grounds have been in frequent 
consultation for several weeks and have 
arranged a systematic and complete pro- 
gramme of defense that contemplates the 
most rigorous treatment of any threatened 
outbreak by the coming army. The procia- 
mation, signed by the district commission- 
ers, was the first publicannouncement. The 
second was the admission of the orders is- 
sued at the Capitol with regard to depriving 
visitors of the privileges usually accorded 
them in the rotunda, the gallaries and other 
gathering places. Many other rules and reg- 
ulations have been made of which the public 
is in ignorance, and on which it may never 
be enlightened if the trouble that is feared 
shall pass away. 

The Nationa! Guard of the District isa very 
formidable body composed of the various 
military organizations outside the regular 
army, with the exception of the National 
Rifles, 
years ago and still keeping up Its reputation 
YoreMciency and discipline, and the Ola 
Guard,a similar organization. All of the 
organizations received secret orders and will 
meet at their armories Sunday, when they 
will be told to make the necessary prepara- 
tion to hold themselves ready to, de 
summoned into service. The most rigid 
rules have been made at the Treas- 
ury Departmént. The regular force of 
guards have been increased and armed with 
Springfield rifies in addition to the revolvers 
they always have. The cash room, which 


has a public gallery from which the workx- 
ingsof the big bank can be observed, has 
been closed to visitors ana every clerk pro- 
vided with a big seif acting revolver. Double 
guards have been placed at the vaults and 
visitors are not allowed to visit them as be- 
fore. Precautions have been taken in each 
disbursing office in all departments, and in 
addition orders have been issued to pay all 
clerks their salaries to-day in order that the 
disbursing officers may have as little money 
as possible on band, 

Atthe Oapitol the extra force of police 
keepa strict watch on all visitors and none 
are allowed to loafinany part of the Dulid- 
ing. No more liquors are served over the 
bars of the Capitol restaurants and the doors 
ofthe various sections of the Lallerles are 
locked as soon as comfortably filled. These 
are but a sample ofthe new rules and regu- 
lations, What the officers fear, however, is 
the coming of the Western and Eastern 
armies, whoare now endeavoring to work 
themselves here by the aid of stolen trains 
and other violations of the law. Should they 
succeed in reaching herein large numbers, 
district troops wi be put into 
service at once and if necessary the 
strength added to by calling out the regulars 
ana then the Coxeyites will get a blow that 
will be apt to settle them. Coxeyism is not 
only responsible for the frightin which citl- 
zens and officials of the District find them- 
selyes, but is responsible also for the panic 
that has seized the advocates of the tariff 
bill. For the past two days it has been in the 
mouth of every one that it is necessary to 
settle this question at once. The Democratic 
party will be demoralized and defeated if 
some action is not promptly taken. 

Coxey’s 400“ will gointocampat Bright- 
wood Park, im the suburbs of tbhecity, to- 
morrow afternoon. Brightwood is probably 
as near the Capitol as the army asa body 
will get. The park, so called, is a race track 
and outside of a few small whitewashed 
stables, which will probably be turned into 
officers’ quarters, there are no buildings to 
shelter the men from the weather, 
‘The local Coxey aympathizers nave 
been talking about putting up a 
big tent on the fields. but money 
has not been forthcoming, and no prepara- 
rations have deen made forthe reception of 
the army to-morrow. The local Coxeyites 
have made a great effort to secure donations 
of food, but the boxes of provisions that have 
been received will not furnish avery sub- 
stantial menu for the hungry and foot-sore 
trampers. Now itis proposed to charge an 
admission fee to the grounds of the camp in 
order to obtain food forthe men. ‘The street 
car lines leading to the park have made extra 
arrangements for carrying the rush of curi- 
osity seekers who are expected to go bout and 
witness the arrival of Coxey and his Com- 
monwealers. 

Detectives Horne aad Boyd, who have been 
tramping as members of the Coxey army 
since it left Cumberland, arrived here early 
this morning and made a verbal report to 
Major Moore, the head of the police depart- 
ment, as to the character of the men who are 
with Coxey. They called at the headquarters 
in their tramp clothes and it was several 
minutes before they were recognized. The 
detectives report that many membDers of the 
army are what are known as bums. who 
will stick as long as the food holds out. About 
three dozen of the men, they say, have cards 
from various labor organizations, but 
they, the detectives assert, don appear to 
be anxious towork. Ihe police who have 
been patrolling the roads inthe suburbs of 
the city report thatas yet they have ob- 
served no Coxeyites moving towards the 
capital. The two dozen men who left the 
local headquarters yesterday to join the 
army were escorted to the District lines by 
the police. Maj. M@ore called upon the Dis- 
trict Commissioners to-day to discuss the 
situation. The employment of two hundred 
special policemen was talked of and the Chief 
was advised as a precautionary step to have 
this additional force sworn inon Monday 
morning. Some question has arisen 
as to this force was to 
be paid. but ic is understood 
tnat the expenditure will be out of the emer- 
gency fund. Some time ago it was deemed 
expedient to ask Congress foran appropria- 
tion to deal with the Coxey problem, but 
there was a disposition at the Capitol to han- 
dle the subject with kid gioves, and nothing 
was done. There is little doubt, however, that 
the next appropriation for the emergency 
fund will be sufficient to cover the expendi- 
tures made dy the commissioners in handling 
the army of tne Commonweal. 

It is stated that 200 additional privates will 
be distributed, twenty at each ofthe nine 
stations and twenty at police headquarters. 
It is believed that Na? Moore has given in- 
structions to his detective force to circulate 
withthe army when it arrives and pick out 
any criminais or suspicious characters and 
lock them up. 

The Coxeylites are within four hours’ walk 
of the capital, but their headquarters in 
this city were wonderfuily quiet to-day. But 
few people were about the rooms and the 
head men only dropped in at long intervals. 
Secretary Mayer reported that he had col 
lected 80 to buy food forthe men, but this 
was the extentor the donations so far as 
known. It is said that a new scheme has been 
hit upon to have the army parade through 
the streets of the city. 

It was reported that one of the labor organ- 
izations would obtain the permit for a par- 
ade and then include the commonweal in the 
procession. Mr. Maitby saidthat he would 
See to it, anyhow, that the army should par- 
ade and left to confer with the commission- 
ers on that point. Besides the 1,000 men from 
the Government Printing office, who intend 
to form part of the escort to Ooxey, many 
men belonging to the labor organizations of 
the city, particularly those who are at pres- 
ent out of work, are arranging to get into 
line, It is said, too, that those members of 
the Sons of Veterans and G. A. R. who do 
not belong tothe District Militia will also 
go out. 

Quite a number of men wearing the badges 
of the G. A. R. have been around headquar- 
ters during the past week, and they are duly 
interested in the movement, It is claimed, 
though, that the mass of of the 
Grand Army folks are much wrought up 
about their position and that threats have 
been made that steps will de taken to dis- 
cipline the sympathizers with Ooxey. 

As yet no active steps have apparently 
been taken to enlist the negroes in the more 
ment, but a gentleman said this N 
that they were just waiting to see 1 Ooxe 
would admit them to his ranks, and that 
there were seventy-five men in Blagdens 
Alley ready to move immediately ! = J 
could do so.

Coxey’s Band cf Commonwealers Almost 
at the Gates of Washington. 


GAITHERSBURG, Md., April 28.—The army 
of Commonwealers slept last night with little 


| sheiter and awoke dampwith dew. Their 


breakfast was of hardtack and coffee. The 
mareh from Frederick so far has been 
through hamlets only, and the contributions 
have been meager. Thus since Thursday 
the men who follow Coxey have eaten naught 


save hard crackers, and had nothing to drink 
but coffee, The army is feeling the stress of 
low diet. Their spirits are declining, and 
the result has been growling about the food 
and all sorts of rumors of strike 
or desertion. These conditions prevall, too, 
at precisely the time when Mr. Coxey might 
least desire they should. The longtramp is 
about ended, and with its completion many 
in the army will feel absolved, insome sense, 
from allegiance to the movement. Thus 
Coxey will have difficulty in keeping his fol- 
lowing as an object lesson before Congress. 
Maintenance for these Men a)! summer is the 
ite ve question which now confronts Coxey, 

he men are also considering the questlon, 
and soon they will demand of Coxey some 
assurance of richer noufishment than they 
have enjoyed recently. On tuts point the 
correspondent to-day questioned the leader 
of the movement. 

It just amounts to this,!“ said Mr. Coxey, 
‘*We rely upon the public at large to support 
this movement. 

Ry that you mean 
Commonwealers?’’ 

‘‘Certainly 1 do, If the enterprise is not 
anaintained by the beople in whose interest it 
is, then it must fall, but we believe and rely 
without — * upon the public support.“ 

Can y ersonally afford to maintain 
these men through the summer, or for any 
extended period?“ was asked. 

Indeed, I cannot. repited Coxey. He 
then added after a moment’s pause: The 
fact isthatI have sought not to appear as 
paying the expenses ofthis journey, and I 
have said as little as possible about what I 
have paid. I witli state however, that I paid 
for all the outfitting of this expedition up to 
the start except $15, which was presented. 
The contributions along the line until after 
Pittsburg was passed were quite ample, but 
since then I have been obliged to pay the ex- 
penses most of the time. At Frederick we 
got plenty to eatand there was fo expense.’’ 

‘*Your men propose, itis said, to demand 
some share of the gate money charged the 
public for admission to the camp—what will 
you say then?’’ 

‘*Say? What will I say?’’ exclaimed Coxey, 
‘*T will say that the money received has been 
and is used to maintain them. I handle it,of 
course; but it goes for the support of the 
men. This matterhas been carefully con- 
sidered, and within two or three days a proc- 
lamation will be issued, addressed to the 
American people, pre eating the situation 
anew and calling for hben from the American 
pecnle who maintaie und or secute this 
campaign. We intendmot to stop lasistance 
upon action DY Congress in behalf of the un- 
employed when once we have reached Wash 
ington.’*® * 

The leader of this enterprise expects surely 
to go into Washington with his men and to 
go to the Capitol steps.

After a shave 
xey and Marshal Browne 
started n Coxey’s phaeton behind his 
black team for Rockville. Their errand was

Coxey’s reasoningis thata Dig crowd will 
come out from Washington on Sunday to see 
the army. His plan is toset the canvas 
about the tent and charge 25 cents admission 
to all Visitors, the receipts to go toward 
maintaining the camp. 

In the absence of the Chief and Carl 
Browne, Coxey’s son, Jesse, is in command 
ofthearmy. The youth marshaled the 250 
men and took up the short day’s journey of 
five miles to Rockville. The morning was 
cool, bright and clear, the rain of last eve- 
ning having laid the dust without creating 
mud. 
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ARRIVAL AT ROCKVILLE. 

ROCKVILLE, Md., April 28.—The Quaker 
crowd greeted with three lusty cheers the 
arrival of the original Coxeyites this after- 
noon. Then the Jones contingent stepped 
out and the entire column moved into the 
town, and the first junction of Coxey armies 
has been made. Nothing had been seen of 
‘‘Unknown’’ Smith’s contingent until down 
the main street there came from the curb a 
sound of hissing. Marshal Browne was 
just then passing and, hisses were for him 
and they came from a dozen of S h’s men 
who sat on the grass near the edge of the 
street. Browneturned sadly in his saddle 
and glanced at the men hissing him, but the 
instant he recognized them he put his face 
straight ahead and gave no further heed, 

„We want to goin Uoxey’s army. shout 
ed one of the disaffected ones as Cokey rode 
past them, without the slightest notice. 
Browne led the united forces to a pretty 
slope and while yet mounted, he addressed 
them thus We are now united with the 
frst commune of our brothers and 1 want to 

fair warning. You 

yourself with cau- 
tion, officers will run you 
in on the slightest pretext. It would be too 
bad if after the privations you have suffered 
any one of you should jose the greatest honor 
ever enjoyed by a citizen, and that is to 
march up Pennsylvania avenue on the Ist 
day of May to assert your rights as Amer. 
ican freemen. Be careful, and you are now 
dismissed for the day. 

During the afternoon Unkno un'“ smith 
marched his thirteen men over the Fair 
Grounds and went through a break in the 
fence. They were stopped by Oxlahoma 
Sam, and told to get out, which they did, 
Then Smith sought out Browne in his tent, 
but was repuised and ordered off the prem- 
ises. The Coxeylites yelled: ‘*You are a 
traitor! Chuck him out!“ and smith 
thereupon relinguished his project of camp- 
ing with the main body. 

The regulars start for Brightwood &t 6 
o’ciock to-morrow morning and expect to be 
there before noon.

March for Des Moines. 

SrvarmT, Io., April 28.—Kelly’s industrial 
army.began its forced marchto Des Moines 
to-day under smiling skies and with sold 
columns, singing its war song and eager for 
the tramp.

Kelly impressed the men with the necessity 
of getting into the city and they made 
time, riding and walking in relays. 

Soon after the army passed Earinam Kell 
became incensed because he had not suf- 
fictet teams to carry his men and announced 
flatly that would gono further until wagons 
were furnished. 

The townspeople were anxious to get the 
army away and committees immediately be- 
gan scouring the surrounding country for 
transportation. 

Kelly was obstinate and asserted that his 
men must ride or stay in Earlham. He said 
he might be compelled to give up reaching 
Des Moines to-morrow, Dut he would not 
kill his men, 

After an hour’s work the people of Eari- 
ham succeeded in getting sufficient teams 
forthe army,and Kelly ordered the army 
forward. He was much pleased with his 
success in compelling the farmers to furnish 
wagons, and expressed the belief that no 
further difficulty would be experienced in 
reaching Des Moines.

A NIGHT MARCH, 


VAN METER, Io., April 28.—Kelly’s army 
started on the last stretch of its forty-mile 
march about 8:30 to-night with the expecta- 
tioa of reaching Des Moinesinthe morning. 


The army straggled into Van Meter during 
the afternoon, some in wagons, others on 
the road and still others on the railroad 
tracks. The men were footsore from the 
twenty-mile journey. Camp was made in a 
grove half amile from town andon Coon 
River. The cool, clear water looked refresh 
ing and within fifteen minutes 500 men were 
shouting and splashing the mid- stream. 
Afterthe swim, supper was served and the 
men lolled about on tue grass and blaskets 
resting for the tedious tramp, Kelly wires 
the Des Moines Reception Committee to send 
out wagons to meet the men during the 
night. Hesaid that he would make the city 
by 8inthe morning, and thus give his men 
time tu rest and prepare for the reception 
they expect to receive from the laboring men 
there. The night march was as interesting 
to the people along the route as it was 
wearying to the men, and all night long 
little crowds gathered to see the unique pro- 
cession goby. The Rock Island road ran all 
of its engines out of Des Moines to-day and 
willkeepthe yards there as clear of rolling 
stock as possible while the army remains 
there. 


WHEN THEY REACH DES MOINES. 

Des Mornes, Io., April 28.—When Kelly’s 
army arrives to-morrow it will be met by the 
united armed forces of the city and county 


headed by the Chief of Police and the Sherif. 
There will be about 150 men under orders. 
They vill meet the armyon the western 
limits of the city and will form a guard 
around it on either side. The army will be 
marched directly through the city to the 
camp grounds provided in the northeastern 
part of the city. A large brick building for- 
merly used as a stove factory will be turned 
over to the army for one night. 

The Citizens’ Committee that undertook to 
collect supplies for the army has met with 
poor success. The committee was headed by 
Gen. Weaver aud was made up chiefly of 
Populists and laboring men. ‘The business 
men would not contribute, so to-day the 
Mayor appointed a committee of three Coun- 
climen and the City Marshal to secure 
provisions enough to feed the 
army for one 7. They have done 
tunis on their own responsibility 
and In ask that a collection de 
ta kon up in the churches to-morrow to pay 
for the stuff, something over $200 worth. 
The authorities are determined to prevent 
any demonstration when the army arrives 
and the mayor issued a proclamation 
prohibiting anything of thesort. The mayor 
received a telegram from Kelly to-day 
ordering wagons to de sent to meet the in- 
dustrialis at 8 o'clock to-morrow morning, 
but it will hardly be done. The railways have 
run all their cars out of the city and are de- 
termined not to give the army a chance to 
get a train uniess full fare is paid. There 1s 
no movement to secure recruſits for the army 
here; it @s generally discouraged by the 
laboring men. Forty tramps were arrested 
and putin jall here last night and to-day. 
They are supposed to be deserters from 
Kelly’s army.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 28.—From 850 to 
1,000 Coxeyites left Oakland for this 
city om the steamer Alvira, chartered 
by Oakland = citizens.

A Small Contingent Moving Through 
. Conoceccicut. ‘ 

Nxuw Lonpon, Conn., April 28.—The Swift 
contingent of the Coxey army left Westerly 
this morning fifty-seven strong. The army 
was not arrested last night as had 
been reported.

reached at 10:30, but no stop was made there.

He then caused an appeal to be issued to 
the public through the afternoon papers for 
contributions of tood tobe sent tothe hall 
and requested permission for any one 
of the churches from which an address 
could be made to-morrow. None of the 
churches would, however, consent to the use 
ofits pulpit to followers of this contingent. 
Determined that the New London public 
should have a chance to hear an explanation 
ofthe objects of the delegation, as he calls 
it, he secured the New London Opera-house 
fora public meeting at 8 o’clock to-morrow 
evening. The army entered the city at s 
o’clock in a drizzling rain and ro- 
ceeded direct to Knights of Labor Hall. 
There was a great crowd of people 
tomeetthem. Theattitude of the authori- 
ties is one of passive non-interference. 
Mayor Bentley notified the captain of police 
to treat the industrialsas well as though they 
came in parior cars instead of on foot, so 
long as they committed no offense 
against the laws ofthe city and State. The 
Paymaster’s department was reported to be 
in good condition, with about $150 in the 
treasury, which was considerably added to 
by contributions received at the public meet- 
lug to-night.

HOTELON FIRE 


The Historic St. Charles of New 
Orleans in Flames. 


One of the Gues ts Leaps From 4 
Third-Story Window. 


Dashed to Death on the Sidewalk 
Below. 


OTHER OCCUPANTS MAY HAVE PER- 
ISHED IN THEIB ROOMS 


The Flames Spread to the Western Unten 
Office Across the Street and the Wires 
Ceased Working—The Whole &quare, 
It Is Thought, Will Be Consumed—De- 
tails of the Calamity Impossible to Ob- 
tain Owing to Lack of Telegraphie 
Facilities—History of the Hotel. 


New ORLEANS, La., April 28.—At 10:80 
o’clock this evening fire broke out in the 
kitchen of the St. Charles Hotel and was 
soon communicated to other parts 
of the building. The guests had not 
retired at the time, and it is thought most 
ofthem escaped. The few guests who had 
retired fied from their rooms in their night 
clothes, carrying with them what effects 
they could lay their hands on. 
A man whose name could not be obtained 
leaped from the third story through the 
flames, and when picked up he was dead, 
and all his clothes were burned off. 
Just before the man sprang from the bulld- 
ing several persons were seen at a fourth 
Story window surrounded by flames 
aq gesticulating to the people below, 
As the man's clothing caught fire 
he sprang out, and the others who 
were near him disappeared, but whether 
they escaped or not cannot be told now. 
The Canal street side and rear of the hotel 
burned frst, allowing most ofthe guests to 
escape by the front entrance and most of the 
baggage to be rescued as well as goods in the 
St. Charles street stores. 

It is thought that there were 200 guests in 
the hotel at the time of the fire. 

The Western Union Telegraph’s main 
office is situated just opposite the hotel, and 
the flames soon leaped across the 
street and bursting out in that building; 
it was quickly enveloped, rendering it im- 
possible to work the wires and send out dis- 
patches. The only news sent out of the city 
now is handled by a few outside or branch 
offices of the Western Union Company, and 
the facilities for sending are very limited. 

It looks at 12:30 a. m. as though pearly the

event the loss is likely to exceed 31, 000, 000. 

The St. Charles Hotel was situated on the 
street of the same name in the heart of 
the business center of New Orleans. It 
was within two blocks of Oanal street, the 
main thoroughfare of the city which leads 
tothe Mississippi River andthe steamboat 
landings. Two winding stairways ascended to 
ahandsome porticowhch formed the main 
entrance to the botelon the frst floor. The 
lobby was bandsome and capacious, the floo 
being of black and white marble tiling. The 
office and clerk’s Gesk were to the rear and 
commanded a full view of the main entrance. 
To the right was the reading room, front- 
ing on St. Charles street, and also 
the entrance to the dining-room, which was 
immediately opposite. The main staircase 
leading to the upper floors of the hotel was to 
the left ofthe office and to the righc of the 
main entrance. 

The hotel was built of stone add brick and 
had accommodations for several hundred 
guests. 

From ante-bellum days it has been re- 
garded as the most fashionable 
hotel in the Crescent City and the 
flower of Southern chivglry always looked 
upon it as their especial rendezvous. It was 
also the scene of some of the most fashion- 
able Dalles and parties ever given in the 
South, Noone visited New Orleans without 
at least going to take a look at the 
St. Charlies Hotel, as it was considered to be 
not only the pride but also one oi the most 
imposing and revered land- marks of the 
city. 

Its architecture was more on the order ofa 
massive public building than that of a hotel, 
the main portico being supported by im- 
mense Corinthian columns, and the center 
of the building surmounted by a dome. The 
interior structure was so arranged that 
many of the rooms on the upper 
floors faced on the gallery which formed the 
dome. This would afford an excelient flu 
for a fire, and no doubt hastened the destrus - 
tion of the building.

of the steel but simply to prevent blowholes 
during the runs. 

It is supposed that reliance was placed 
upon re-tréeating the plates selected by the 
inspectors in order to bring them up to the 
Standard required for the bDaliistic test. 
Metal experts here are satisfied that the use 
ofany quantity of aluminum in the steel 
forging, while it might cause the whole mass 
of metal to become more homogenous, would 
materially reduce its tensile strength, elas- 
ticity and toughness. its use in small quan- 
tities, however, would prove a great econ- 
omy in the manufacture of armor, as it 
would prevent the rejection of large num- 
bere of plates of account of biownholes, 
while the expense of the quantity of metal 
necessary to produce the desired results 
would be Dut trifiing. 

In this connection an important fact has 
been developed which sheds further light 
upon the methods employed by the Carnegie 
company in carryiang on its vast business. It 
is sald that the reason for the great secrecy 
which was observed in the use of the alum- 
inum and which aroused the suspicions of 
Mr. Burrows, whose stateMent was published 
yesterday, is that the use of aluminum in the 
Manner followed by the Carnegie company 
was patented by an inventor, whoclaimed a 
monopoly in consequence, and that secrecy 
was necessary toavold paying the royalty to 
‘which he had a legal title. 

It this statement is true, it would appear 
that that the Oarnegies robbed an inventor 
th order to avail themselves of a method by 
which they could produce plates which, 
though possibly inferior, would stand a 
better chance of passing the somewhat 
superficial tests of the Government inspec-

torres; 

Ithas been reported here thatthe use of 
aluminum in small quantities was. winked at 
by the Government inspectors, who were 
also aware of the reason for the secrecy 
maintained. In view of the disclosures re- 
garding the re-treatment of certain test 
plates it is not possibile to obtain any reliable 
data on the question as to whether the use of 
the quantity of aluminum employed by the 
Carnegie company has resulted in reducing 
the quality of the plates so made below the 
minimum of acceptability. The fact that it 


has been used without warrant and secretly 
for the reasons stated above ig not likely to 
be successfully controverted. 

The contract under which the Carnegie 
company has manufactured armor plates 
grauts no authority forthe use ofthe alum- 
inum, which is therefore excluded; and the 
oficial inspectors at Homestead would have 
mo authority for permitting its use, except 
by direction of the Secretary of the Navy. 
This new phase of armor plate scandal 
will undoubtedly be thoroughly probed by 
the experts to whom Secretary Herbert will 
probably refer the whole matter upon his re- 
turn to ashington next week. 

This, however, May not betheend of the 
trouble Drought upon the Carnegie company 
by the disclosures regarding the use of alum. 
inum, for the patentees of the process, 
whose rights, itis alleged, they have been 
violating, will probably take advantage of 
the investigation made by the Government 
to secure proof upon which to Dase an action 
for damages.

The correspondent was talking with Hugh

He was selected as Andrew Carnegie’s con- 
fidential agent when the first armor-plate 
contracts were pending to goto Washington 
and to the proving grounds and fndoutir 
possible where the opposition to the ar- 
néegie interests came from.

O’Donnell performed his mission well, and 
the contracts were awarded, O'Donnell and 
Thomas Crawford, both of whom afterwards 
acted aschairmen of the Strikers’ Advisory 
Committee, heated and rolled the first armor 
Plate ever made at Homestead. This was 
vefore the new armor plate mill was built, 
and the plate was rolied in the Dlooming 
malll. 

O'Donnell had several chunks of alaminum 
on a cabinet in his library. Taking one in 
his hand he gave it to the correspondent say- 
ing it would make a unique paperweight, 
He was asked if aluminum was used in steel 
mills. O'Donnell laughed, and said: on, 
yes, we use some of it.

Desperate Battle With Burglars at Mis- 
souri Valley. 


THE SEARCHING PARTY MET BY A 
SHOWER OF BULLETS. 


A Merchant Dangerously Shot—The Fatal 
Wound of a Burgliar—Churoh and Shot- 
gun~Brown Will Hang—A Poisoned 
Eaby—Strong Alibi—Pugz!ed Officers— 
Ways of the Wicked. 


Missour!t VALLEY, I0., April 28.—As a re- 
sult ofa battle between city authorities and 
burglars this morning, City Marshal Whitney 
was instantly killed, J. B. Lyon, a mer- 
chant, dangerously shot and Peter Johnston, 
one of the burglars, fatally shot. 

For the last two months burglaries have 
been an almost nightly occurrence in this 
city andthe burglars seem to have special 
good luck In escaping detectives. Yesterday 
aslightclue tothe perpetrators of the nu- 
merous Durglaries was secured, and the 
house of a man by the name of Henderson at 
the corner of Fourth and Michigan streets 
was located as the headquarters of the 
gang. 5 

Last night Marshal Whitney, Night Mar- 
shal Devel, Policeman Jim Wisecup and J. B. 
Lyons concluded to watch the place. A 
search warrant was.sworn out, so that the 
house might be searched for the stolen goods, 
The officers surrounded the house and 
watched it all night, and nothing particular- 
ly suspicious developed except that Hender- 
son and two other men came in about 11 
o’clocek. The omcers waited until about 
5o0’clock this morning, when it was deter- 
mined to search the house and see wha- 
could be found. 

Marshal Whitney, Devel, Lyonsand Wise- 
cup went to the door and Knocked and, not 
being admitted, walked intothe room. The 
house is a story-and-a-half structure. In 
the room down stairs the officers found Hen- 
derson, and Wisecup was left to guard him, 
while the other three men went up. 

When they steppedinto the room up stairs 
they found two of the Durglars and when 
Marshal Whitney ordered them to surrender 
they opened fire on the officers. Marshal 
Whitney and Lyons returned the fre. At the 
second shot from the burglars Marshal Whit- 


ney reeled backward and fell againit Deuel 
and pitched headlong down the Stairs dead. 
A shot had struck him just above the heart 
and Le was instantly kined. 

Lyons and Deuel theo emptied their re- 
voivers at the burglars. One of the burglars, 
Peter Johnston, Was shot in four places, 
once threugh the lungs, once through the 
shoulder and once through each leg. Lyons 
got a shot through his clothes and it came so 
close that it Droke the skin over his heart for 
about two inches. It was close enough to 
make Lyons feel that he was nearly sent for. 

Alter the ghooting up-stairs the Officers 
vacated the house, taking the body of the 
dead Marshal withthem. The body was laid 
on the sidewalk and some ot the 
officers were sent down town to wake the 
people and get heip. During the excliement 
one Oi the burglars in some way got out of 
the house and ran up the bili towards sny- 
der’stimber. As soon as it was found that 
one of the men had escaped searching 
parties were started out in every direction, 
blood hounds being used in the Search.

WaSnInorox, D. C., April 2.—The frst 
data on conjugal life inthe United States 
ever gathered by the Government is given in 
a census bulletin to-day. It shows that ofa 
total population of 62,662,250 in 1890 almost 
three-fifths were single, a little more than 
one-third married and not quite one-twen- 
tieth were widowed, The divorces consti- 
tuted a small fraction of 1 per cent. 

The actual pumbers of the classes areas 
follows: Single, 87,129,664; married, 22,331,424; 
widowed. 2,970,082; divorced, 120,996, ‘un- 
known, 70,214. Ihe males constituted over 
Si per cent of the total population. Of 32, 
067,880 males im the country 19,945,576 were 
single and 11,205,228 married, 815,487 widowed 
and 49,101 divorced. Of the females 17,183,958

MILK AND DAIRY BILLS. 


Sanitary Officer Francis Will Have Them 
Introduced Tuesday. 


At the meeting of the City Council Tuesday 
night Chief Sanitary Officer Francis will have 
a new milk inspection anda new dairy in- 
spection bill introduced. The measures will 
be separate and an attempt made to remedy 
all the defects of bills heretofore introduced 
on the same subjects. 

The milk inspection bill places the entire 
matter under the direct control and super- 
vision of the Board of Health. There are to 
be four inspectors, two of whom are to de 
veterinary surgeons and two practical 
chemists. The object will be to secure good 
men forall positions, and with this end in 
view, Mr. Francis has placed the salaries of 
the veterinarians at $175 per month each, and 
the chemists at $125 each. The chemists will 
inspect and analyze ail samples of milk 
gathered by themselves or sent in 
by others, and the veterinary surgeons 
will look after the health of the cows in the 
various dairies. Provision is made for an in- 
spection of the cows not only inthecity 
dairies, but also in all dairies shipping mil« 
to the eity, and within a radius of 100 miles. 

Whenever itis discovered that the cows in 
any of these outside dairies are sick, one of 
the veterinarians will be sent to inspect 
them, and unless the owner at once klils or 
otherwise disposes of the cows which are 
pronounced diseased or unhealthy, the milk- 
man or dairyman in St. Louls who receives 
milk from the outside dairy will be notified 
to discontinue the sale of it, and if he re- 
fuses a notice will be published in the dally 
papers giving all tue facts in the ease and 
steps taken to revoxe his license. All four 
ofthe inspectors will be appointed by the 
Health Commissioner, with the approval of 
the Boerd of Health , and will therefore be 
employes of the board and directly respon- 
sible toit for the faithful performance of 
their duties. 

The standard established for whole milk Is 
88 per cent water and 12 per cent solids, of 
which 8 percentisto be butter fats. The 
sale of skimmed milk is absolutely pro- 
hibited. The second bill provides fora strict 
and thorough investigation of all the dairies 
within the city limits by the sanitary officers 
of the Board of Health. 

The Stone skimmed milk bill No. 2, Iintro- 
duced in the Council Friday night, has all 
the bad and objectionable features of the old 
bill, witha few modifications, which ap- 
possess make it meet the objections in the 

ayor’s veto.

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THAT SCHOOL OUTRAGE. 


We publish to-day a statement of Prin- 
cipal Goodlett in defense of his conduct in 
having three pupils of the Lincoln School 
arrested for destruction of school prop- 
erty. He states that he acted under the 
instructions of President Brockman, 
Chairman Holthaus of the Building Com- 
mittee and Attorney Stark. 

The only effect of this statementis to 
involve President Brockman, Chairman 
Holthaus and Attorney Stark in Mr. 
Goodlett’s condemnation. The Principal 
of the Lincoln School is not cleared of 
blame, nor is the act in any degree justi- 
fied by thisexplanation. The act was un- 
warrantable, illegal and brutal. No in- 
structions of School Directors or an army 
ofattorneys can justify the act or exon- 
erate a school principal who calls in the 
police to maintain the discipline of his 
school by the arrest of pupils without the 
shadow of warrant in law. 

The arrest was both a blunderand a 
crime. Every man who had a hand in it, 
by instruction or participation, from the 
President of the Board to the policeman, 
shared in the guilt and deserves condem- 
nation, 

If the arrested boys destroyed property 
or were guilty of any misconduct they de- 
served punishment. They should have 
been punished forevery offense. But they 
should have been punished according to 
the rules of the school and the dictates of 
ordinary “humanity and common sense. 
Every resource should have been exhaust- 
ed, corporeal punishment, appeal to 
parents and expulsion—they should have 
been outside the pale of ordinary 
disciplinary methods—before the case was 
turned over to the police. Then they were 
entitled to information and warrant before 


arrest. 

In the case of these boys the proper 
methods of school discipline were wholly 
ignored and the law was violated. They 
were arrested summarily without a war- 
rant. The release of the boys and dis- 
missal of the cases are a confession that 
their arrest was unwarranted. It is pos- 
sible that the board has been rendered 
liable to damage suits by the arrest of 
these boys. 

The occurrence was a piece of monstrous 
stupidity, brutality and injustice. If 
school discipline cannot be maintained 
without the aid of the police, if every 
weak principal can shift his duty on the 
policeman and have unruly children 
dragged out of school and hauled to prison 
in a hoodlum wagon, if the schools are to 
be made the instruments of injustice and 
the foster mothers of jail-birds, they had 
better be abolished. They are under con- 
trol of a pack of brainless blunderers who 
are unfit to be intrusted with the educa- 
tion of monkeys. We protest against 
such outrages in the name of the people of 
St. Louis. We do not believe they will 


submit to them.

It was said in Mrs. Sage’s parlor the 
other day that although women do not go 
out as soldiers to support the decision of 
the ballot box, they pay taxes to support 
those who do. This is quite true, but it is 
not the question.

That was said in the debate on the force 
bill and it is in one sense true, for the ob- 
ject of the balloting is to decide who shall 
exercise the coercive power of the State 
and over whom it shall be exercised.

THE FOSSA OF LOMBROBO. 


The Medical Record reports that as a re- 
sult of the recent expert examination of 
Pizarro’s skull it was found that the fossa 
of Lombroso was fully developed. 

It may be explained, for the benefit of 
those who are not keeping quite up with 
the head of the procession in the march of 
acience, that on the 350th anniversary of 
the death of Pizarro his admirers in Lima 
held a great celebration in his honor, after 
which his remains were disinterred from 
the cathedral where they had lain since 
the close of his great work of introducing 
Caucasian civilization and the gold stand- 
ard into South America. 

While he was thus resurrected, his skull 
was submitted to ‘‘thorough anthropo- 
metrical examination,’’ with the result 
above stated. It clearly showed the fossa 
of Lombroso, supported by other evidence 
which is held to be scientifically conclu- 
sive. 

Wherever these signs appear scientists 
at once conclude that the man who owned 
the skull which shows them was a most 
outrageous scoundrel, although in scien- 
tific language it is not customary to say 
anything more than that the skull ‘‘shows 
all the typical malformations indicating 
pronounced moral degeneration.’’ 

This is interesting in the case of Pizarro, 
but not of Pizarro only, for if a man’s life 
leaves such a record on his skull that more 
than 300 years after his death a tape meas- 
ure and a microscope will show what he 
really was, of what avail are funeral ora- 
tions, epitaphs and biographies? What 
will it profit a man to become a Senator or 
a President or the General of a common- 
wealth army if his skull isto show the 
fossa of Lombroso? 

But perhaps, afterall, the scientists are 
merely trying to encourage great men to 
patronize the crematories|!

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COXEY AND WAT TYLER. 


The Coxey movement is another illustra- 
tion of the saying that ‘‘there is nothing 
new under the sun. Socialistic or com- 
munistic upheavals are sure to follow a 
tyranny Of mere property.andarele:of ir- 
responsible wealth or privilege is sure to 
produce protests which are a compound of 
wisdom and folly, of right and wrong. 
And these upheavals are so similar that 
the history of one will serve very well as 
the history of all. They are prompted by 
the same wrong, are nourished by the 
same sentiment and meet the same fate. 

The grievance which gave rise to the 
Kentish uprising inthe reign of Richard 
II. and its incidents are curiously like 
those of the Coxey invasion, The statute 
of laborers passed in 1349 was, like all of 
our economic legislation since 1861, de- 
vised solely in the interest of favored 
classes and tended to depress still further 
the poorand unfortunate. John Ball, the 
„mad priest of Kent, put their griev- 
ances in terms which serve almost with- 
out change to express the feelings of] the 
Coxey marchers, the striking miners and 
all the other victims of plutocratic legisla- 
tion. His address to the peasants needs 
only to be modernized, and that only toa 
very slight degree. 

Good people, said he, things will 
never be well in England so long as goods 
be not in common and so long as there be 
villeins and gentlemen. By what right 
are they whom they call lords greater folk 
than we? On what grounds have they de- 
served it? Why do they hold us in serf- 
age? If we all came of the same father and 
mother, of Adamand Eve, how can they 
say that they are better than we, if it be 
not that they make us gain for them by 
our toil what they spend in their pride? 
They are clothed in velvet and warm in 
their furs and their ermines, while we are 
covered with rags. They have wine and 
spices and fair bread, and we have oat 
cakes and straw, and water to drink. 
They have leisure and fair houses; we have 
pain and labor, the rain and wind in the 
fields, and yet it is ot us and of our toil 
that these men hold their state.“ 

Here is the Populist-Coxey manifesto 
written by a poor priest 500 years ago. The 
peasants who marched on London under 
Wat Tyler, like the Coxeyites of to-day, 
protested that they were ‘ ‘seekers of truth 
and justice, not thieves or robbers.’’ Like 
the farmers of the Mississippi Valley, 
they claimed only what was their due as 
men and asked only for truth and justice. 

It is a coincidence worth noting that one 
of their chief grievances was the capitation 
tax. Undera law passed a few years be- 
fore every baron, gentleman, esquire and 
free laborer of England was subjected to a 
capitation tax, which practically put the 
whole burden upon the industrious class. 
It was in its effect exactly what the proteo- 
tion tax isin this country to-day, It or- 
dained formally what protection ordains 
indirectly, that the poor man who has only 
his brain and muscle to support him shall 
bear a share of the cost ot government as 
great as that of the millionaire who draws 
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times the oppression is with the consent of 
those who have permitted! plutocratio and 
unjust legislation against the effects of 
which they are now in revolt, But in 
their essential motives the two are 
identical. The protest of the Kentish 
peasants, like thé protest of Coxey and 
the Populists, was against the tyranny of 
monopoly, As the historian, Green, puts 
it, it was the anny of property, that 
then as ever aroused the defiance of 
socialism.’’ 

Theend of the peasants’ revolt came 
with the ruthless slaughter of those who 
took part in it. It was an insane, un- 
organized, blind protest, and nothing 
more. The lesson then taught was that 
protestants must have a positive pro- 
gramme if they expect to accomplish any- 
thing positive and beneficent. We all 
acknowledge the wrongs, we all concede 
that Coxeyism is a product of wrong, but 
before itcan command the sympathy of a 
free people it must formulate a definite 
policy of reform and work it out through 
the ballot box.

PATERNALISM’S COMEDY. 


Governmental paternalism is given an 
entertaining turn by the action of France 
in reviving the rule that its diplomats 
must get official consent before marrying 
foreign women. 

Hereafter it will not be sufficient for the 
susceptible French diplomat who falls 
head and ears in love with an American, 
German, British or Russian beauty to see 
that her dot is satisfactory and her dispo- 
sition and tastes give fair promise of hap- 
piness. He must seek the consent and 
blessing of Papa Government. His supe- 
rior must look into the matter and fina out 
whether the chosen one has a turn for pol- 
itics or is capable of keeping her curiosity 
within bounds and her mouth shut in 
affairs of state. 

It is to be feared that Papa France will 
get into trouble over the matrimonial al- 
liances of her diplomatic sons, The 
women of France may be pleased at the 
attempt to reserve the diplomatic posts for 
their matrimonial ambitions and at the 
implied token of confidence in their loy- 
alty, but all other women will look at it 
differently, and France will be lucky if 
she does not arouse enemies who will be 
worse than the Kaiser and his cohorts. 
Then it is not probable that the suscepti- 
ble diplomats will quietly submit to hav- 
ing their wives chosen under offi- 
cial supervision. That may have 
been tolerated in the times of des- 
potism, but it won't wash down’’ in 
the era of Republicanism. Any diplo- 
mat who wouldm’t in achoice between 
love and duty, také the girl, is not worth 
a placeing well ulated service. The 
chances are that thé French service under 
the new rule will dwindle down toa col- 
lection of superannuated antiques. q

“NAPOLEON THS LITTLE.” 


The revival of French interest in every- 
thing that concerns Napoleon extends 
even to Napoleon the Little, and a series 
of volumes are now being issued illustra- 
ting the character of this remarkable man, 
concerning whom, since the humiliation 
of 1870, France has hitherto preserved a 
silence as significant as it was mournful. 

If a truthful account of his life, includ- 
ing his life in exile in the United States, 
could be written, it would form a most in- 
teresting chaper in the history of usurpa- 
tion. Perhaps there was never a charac- 
ter more at variance with itself than that 
of Louis Napoleon. He was capable of 
great intellectual effort, and during his 
imprisonment he published works on po- 
litical economy and other subjects which 
would have made him highly respectable 
if he had not been a Bonaparte—or at least 
a Bonaparte in his own opinion of him- 
self, for some members of the family in- 
sisted that he was the son ef a Dutch fath- 
er, and had no Bonaparte blood. His his- 
tory of Cesar may have been largely the 
work of his secretaries, but itis certain 
that he was competent to write it, and 
that he did write much, showing great 
ability. 

During his exile in the United States he 
displayed the weakness of character which 
cost France its humiliation at the hands of 
Germany. It is said by writers discussing 
him soon after the coup d’etat that he was 
by no means unfamiliar with the cells of 
New York statlon-houses, and that in his 
degradation he might have starved to 
death but for the charity of dissolute 
women, on whom he had no hesitation in 
depending for the livelihood he had not 
manhood enough to earn. 

But perhaps, after all, no one who 
knows much about the history of em- 
perors in general will think that he re- 
quired any accession of virtue to fit him to 
take his place among them.

Pcints about Kites. 


From Harper's Young People. 

As the spring days approach young peo. 
ple’s minds turn to kites. There are, of 
course, many different shapes and kinds, 
but there are not many which can be relied 
upon, and these few are the only ones that it 


will be worth our discussing. The very best 
working kite and the easiest to make is the 
cross kit», 10 make this take two pine 
sticks, one measuring 3% feet and the other 
2 feet, and cross them at right angles 12 feet 
below the top of the kite. thetwo sticks 
should be & by % inches in diameter, taper- 
ing to M by u inches at the extremities. 

Lash them together with strong cord 
(waxed). Half an inch from the top of each 
stick bore asmali hole. Passa strong cord 
through one of the holes and tie it around the 
end of the sticks, pass to the end of next 
stick and fasten, — go on entirely around 
the outer edge of u frame. Regarding the 
covering of a kite, do not use paper, but sub- 
stantial paper muslin, which can be bought 
of any color you desire. Turn your cloth 
Over the edges ofthe string and sew twice 
— (this takes away all danger of rip- 
ping). 

The fine point in making a kite fly well is in 
the hanging of the chest band. In the cross 
kite the chest band has four leaders, while 
the face and star kite have six. Arrange all 
the leaders so that they will meet about 
three feet from the kite,and all the strain 
Will be equally divided between them. By 
tightening the leaders more on one side than 
on the other a kite can de made to veer to 
either sige as desired. By this means one 
1 can handie three small kites, and 
lave, the strings lead to one point. ‘Ihe top 
or bow kite is the same as the cross kite, but 
has in addition the half of a split four barre! 
hoop; this is lashed to the top and enas of 
the cross piece.

Edward Has Made a Vigilant Search for 
His Relatives and His Efforts Have 
Been Finally Rewarded— The Lost 
Brother Known as William H. Potter. 


Edward M. Sheehy, Deputy Sheriff in the 
Court of Criminal Oorrection, is one of the 
Central figures in a very interesting story, 
which was told at the Four Courts yesterday. 
Mr. Sheehy is about to make a trip East to 
visit his only brother, whom he has never 
seen, and of whose existence he had no 
definite knowledge until the information 
was conveyed to him n a letter which de re 
ceived last New Year’s morning. Deputy 
Sheehy is 87 years old, and ever since he 
has been grown he has been endeavoring to 
locate his brother, from whom he was sepa- 
rated when both were infarts. He has ran 
down every clue that was presented and 
made use of the ald of private detectives as 
far as his means would permit, but without 
avail, and had given up the hope of ever see- 
ing his brother until the happy intelligence 
was suddenly bestowed upon him as his eye 
skimmed the pages of the New Tear's letter, 
which wasto him indeed a most prized New 
Year’s present. 

SEPARATED WHEN BABIES. 
The story goes back about thirty-five years, 
when Mr. Sheehy’s mother died in Norwich, 
Conn., leaving two baby boys, Edward, who 
was not yet z years ola, and an infant a few 
months old—the brother, who has just been 
found and whose name was Michael, but 
whois now known as Wimam H. Potter, 
There were no other children. The father, 
whose name was Michael, the younger child 
having been called after him, came West 
shortly after his wife died and settled in St. 
Louls. He brought the elder child, Edward, 
with him and left the infant Michaelat Nor- 
wieh in the care of a woman who had 
charge of the child since its mother died. 


The father sent remittances regularly to pay 
forthe keeping of the child. Letters were 
received from the woman who had charge of 
the child acknowledging the receipt of the 
remittances for about a year, when tue let- 


ters ceased. 


The father did not have the money to go 
Kast, having no means but what he earned 
asalaborer. He wrote toa brother named 
Edward who lived in Providence, R. I., ask- 
ing himto do what he could to look up the 
matter. The brother had a son named Frank, 
who wasatraveling salesman for an East- 
ern house. Frank Sheehy on one of his trips 
took a run to Norwich and learned that the 
woman who had charge of the child 
Michael bad died, and that the child 
had been adopted by a family named 
Potter. This wasall that could be learned 
and the Potter family could not De located. 
A year later the father made a trip East to 
get some clue to his child, but could get no 
additional information and he was com- 
pelled to sadly return to St. Louis and give 
upthe child as lost, which it was indeed to 
him for he died without ever seeing the boy 


again. 

enen Michael Sheehy first came to St. 
Louis with his 2-year-old son Edward, an 
aunt of the boy named Miss Hannah 
Connery took a mother’s place towards 
him as far as it was possible. 
She was a domestic and for a number of 
years was employed in the family of John D, 
Finney, the b te secretary of the Mul- 
lanphy Board. she took charge of the 
child, Edward, on his arrival in St. Louis 
with his father and kept him with her until 
he was years old. He was then sent to St. 
Mary's College at St. Mary's. Kan., and edu- 
cated; his father contributed what he 
could afford, the aunt supplying the rest. 
The boy was givena good education. When 
he grew up the story of his lost brother was 
imparted to him. 

STORY OF THE LOST BROTHER. 

The history of the fortunes of the lost child, 
the facts in which have become Known, ac- 
cording to the story as told since the 
brothers have found each other out, isas 
follows: When the woman who had charge 


ofthe child died, the boy was taken by the 
authorities and placed in an institution, out 
of which he was adopted oy the Potter fathi- 
ly. The late civil war broke out shortly 
afterwardand Potter secured a post in the 
army which allowed him to have his wife and 
adopted son with him where he would 
be stationed. The Potters had no children 
of their own and the boy was given the name 
of William Henry Potter. eg the war 
the child mode the tour of much of the West- 
ern and Southern States with its adopted 
parents. Atter the war the Potter family 
settied in Worcester, Mass. 

Years passed on and nothing was heard of 
the boy by his father or friends until 1878, 
when the Potter family was located by Frank 
Sheehy, who wees constantly inquiring either 

ersonally in his travels as a salesman or by 

etters addressed to different cities. The ad. 
dress of the Potters was furnished him and 
he wrote the family. The boy Michael, or 
William Potter as he was known, was then 19

This 
took him some time, but he finally succeeded. 
A correspondence was opened which con- 
vinced both that Willlam Potter was the 
missing Michael Sheehy. The cousin, Frank 
Sheehy, had lost track of Edward Sheehy. 
In fact he had never known more of him 
than hearing of him asa child. Since the 
father’s death the different branches Of the 
family ceased corresponding. Frank Sheehy, 
however, learned Edwarda’s address ana 
wrote him, the letter being received on New 
Year’s Day, last. It was as follows: 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 21, 1893. 


Edward Sheely, Esq.: 

DEAR SIR—Are you the son of Michael Sheehy 
and were you bora in Nerwich, Conn? If so answer 
at once. I have important business to acquaint 


yeuoft. Respectfully, 
FRANK M. SHEEHY. 


Surmising that the matter related to his 
lost brother, Deputy Sheehy replied imme- 
diately that he was the person, On Jan. 1 
he received a letter from his brother, with 
the deed ofadoption and his brother’s pict- 
ure inclosed, He replied and _ =~since 
then the brothers have been correspond- 
ing, making counter inquiries on points 
which needed clearing up. Recently the last 
point was covered and both are satisfied that 
they are brothers. Edward will pay his new 
found brother a visit this coming June. Both 
ofthe brothers are now married. Edward 
lives at 1555 Tower Grove avenue. He has 
three children. His brother has one child, 
His address is 17 Clarkson street, Worcester, 
Mass. The aunt, Miss Hanna Connery. who 
performed so noble a part towards Edward, 
lives hith her sister,Mrs.Margaret Haggerty, 
at #418 Clark avenue.

The Pollard-Breckinridge Case Will Be 
Reviewed. 


MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL DENIED BY 
JUDGE BRADLEY. 


The Cause Will Now Be passed on by the 
Court of Appeals-The Defendant 
Wore a Confident Smile During the 
Proceedings~—His Coming Canvass in 
Kentucky. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 28.—In the Oir- 
cuit Court to-day Judge Bradley overruled 
the motion on the part of the defendant fora 
new trial in the Pollard-Breckinridge case 
and granted thirty days’ time for defendant’s 
counsel to prepare exceptions hecessary to 
taking the case to the Court of Appeals, The 
application for a new trial before Judge 
Bradley was notargued, Judge Bradley said 
the trial had been fair, thorough and ex- 
haustive, and he could see no reason for an- 
other trial of the case. Without discussing 
the evidence, the law, or the verdict ren- 
dered, he dented the motion. 

Some argument followed asto the author- 
ity of the Court to grant the time asked for 
preparing the bill of exceptions. Judge 
Bradley was not clear as to his right to grant 
the stay, but after the lawyers had read 
some authority on the subject he granted the 
request. The case, therefore, will go to the 
Court of Appeals. 

Miss Pollard was not present, but both 
Judge Wilsom and Mr. Carlisle appeared and 
participated in the argument. 

Col, Breckinridge was early on hand, and 
was accompanied by Mr. McKinney and Mr. 
Shelby of his counsel. He was in buoyant 
spirits, and was dressed with care. He made 
whispered suggestions to his lawyers during 
the argument, and altogether seemed to be 
as chipper and as confident as if he regarded 
ultimate success as a certainty. 

The opposing counsel were scrupulously 
courteous to each other, and peace-and 
lawyer-like good humor marked all the pro- 
ceedings, 

The willingness of the defendant to submit 
his motion fora new trial without argument 
testined to his desire to get the case out of 
the hands of Judge Bradley. He and his 
friends were very much dissatisfied with the 
Court’s rulings all through the trial, and 
took special umbrage at the final instructions 
tothe jury. The matter indeed has entered 
into the campaign of Fol. Breckinridge for 
renomination and many of his supporters at 
home charge that Judge Bradley’s course in- 
fluenced the verdict. This charge will hola 
good for political purposes all through the 
campaign, as Col. Breckinridge’s fate asa 
politician will have been decided before the 
Court of Appeals has an opportunity to pass 
upon the case. 

The friends of Col, Breckinridge here, fa- 
miliar with the situation inthe Ashland dis. 
trict, report a reaction in his favor at home 
within the past ten days. They donot know 
or venture to predict how far it is likely to 
go, Dut some of them declare that his renom- 
ination isno longer an impossibility. Col. 
Breckinridge is preparing to take this return 
tide at the flood, e will leave here the lat- 
ter part of next week for Lexington for the 
purpose of opening the campiign at once.

Executive Board. 


GRAND MASTER WOREMAN SOVEREIGN 
MAKES A FIRM STAND. 


The Board's Opinion Is That the Cause of 
the American Raliway Union Is Just— 
Sovereign Will Be on the Spot and 
Personally Gee That the Order Is 
Obeyed—Nothing But Mail Cars Han- 
dled—Deserted Yards-—Fruitiess At-; 
tempts to Send Oars—Strike News. 


Ontoado, April 23.—The Knights of Labor 
will take a hand in the Great Northern 
strike. The General Executive Board to-day 
ordered the men out and Grand Master 
Workman Sovereign left tor St. Paul to-night 
to give his personal supervision to the initia- 
tion of the Knights’ part in the general 
strike. Theorderfor the strike announces 
that in the opinion of the board the cause of 
the American Railway Union is just and en- 


titled to the support of the Knights of Labor. 
Before leaving for St. Paul this evening 


Mr. Sovereign said: ‘‘We are going to fight 
to the end. The existence of organized labor 
along the line ofthe Great Northern is at 
stake. It has become necessary for all labor 
organizations to join in with the railway 
union. Ishall go to St. Paul and 
Duluth and personally see that our 
order is obeyed and arrange for the care of 
the men. Ido not know how many men we 
have in the employ ofthe company. Our 
assembDiles include not only men in the oper- 
ating departments, but in the offices and 
shops ofthe company. They are scattered 
all along the 2,000 miles of the road.’’ 


THE PLAN MISCARRIED. 

SEATTL®, Wash., April 28.—The plan which 
the Great Northern had to break the strike 
on this end of the line was folled by a clerk in 
the break that arose from appeals to loyalty 


ofengineersand trainmen to their brother 
hoods whieh came from the East. Being 
promised recognition of brotherhood men by 
the company, their enthusiasm for the strike 
began to cool, and they announced them- 
selves as ready to goto work, Ata confer- 
ence with the local officials at which the 
engineers, conductors and brakemen were 
promised concessions if they would go to 
work, the engineers and trainmen promised 
to accept, provided that the firemen, who 
were not present at the meeting, would 
assent. It was arranged that the train 
— go out at the regular hour this morn- 
ng. 

The firemen, however, refused ata secret 
meeting toaccept the conditions, and the 
engineers refused to goout with scab fire- 
men. As the firemen were a unit on this 
question this disposed of the forces of the 
strikers. 

All operators on the line have received 
orders from Chairman Jones on the O. R. 1. 
to return to their duties, as the strike was 
not ordered by the order. ‘Ihe telegraphers 
last night replied to Chairman Jones’ dis- 
patch, ry er they sympathized with the 
American Railway Union and would stay with 
the strikers. 

President Hill to-day received a telegram 
from Supt. J. D. Farrell of Spokane saying: 
All your engineers, firemen, conductors and 
Drakemen here are ready to go to work when 
you call on them. 

Mr. Hill said he bas more than enough men 
to go to work. 

The engines for branch line trains were 
standing inthe Union Depot yards to-day, 
waiting to be attached as soon as the trains 
had been backed down, They had been 
brought out ofthe round-house without any 
daimficulty and were manned by old engineers 
and fremenin the Great Northern service. 
The cars, however, were not there and their 
absence was explained by the fact that no- 
body would handle the switch enginés to 
move them from the yards. 

Inthe yards there was no appearance of 
unusual excitement. A number of the regu- 
lar switchmen were there ready to work, but 
as there were no yard engines ready they 
had nothingtodo. It was impossible to as- 
certain how long this state of inactivity 
might continue. Mr. Hill is, however, busily 
engaged in completing his plans to operate 
the road, 


DESOLATE YARDS. 
WEST SUPERIOR, Wis., April 28.—All em- 
ployesonthe Eastern Minnesota have gone 
out in sympathy with the Great Northern 
strikers and the immense yards are as quiet 


as on Sunday. It is rumored that flour 
handlers at the docks will strike, but this is 
not believed, as the men are receiving good 
wages and have deen idle so long.

SHOT DEAD BY CITIZENS. 


Only One More Left of the Meachamite 
Gang of Outlaws. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 28.—Next tothe 
last surviving member of the celebrated 
Meachamite gang of outlaws in Meacham 
Beat, Clarke County, bit the dust last night. 
He was shot fram ambush by a posse of citi- 
gens, who had warned him not to return 
to the County under pain of death. Several 
Winchester rifie balls went through the 
man’s back and death was instant. ; 

The Meachamites were so called from the 
**beat’’ in which they lived. They were the 
followers of Jesse Burke, a native of South 
Carolina, a well-educated man but a criminal 
anda refugee. Flying to Alabama. he settled 


in Meacham Beat, Clarke County, and, set- 
ting himself up as an apostle, began to teach 
Socialistic and Anarchistic doctrines. He 
called himself the modern Christ. 

With the help of two well-educated daugh- 
ters he published a small sheet called the 
Light of the-World, advocated property in 
common and asserted immunity from 
the laws of the State. The more 
ignorant people of the Beat, which 
is far from the railroads, easily fell under 
the mental superset of Burke and gradu- 
ally developed under his counsel into a gang 
of barn-burners, thieves and murderers. 
About a year ago ther Killed a 
storekeeper named McCorquodale, when the 
good citizens became aroused and, forming a 
posse, captured the leader, James Burke 
Lee and Kirk James and Tooch Bledsoe, an 
shot or hung them. Babe Burke 
and James Jordan, the only surviving 
apostles, escaped. Jordan returned to his 
home some time ago and, protected by the 
sympathy of his neighbors, made threats to 
avenge the death of his own. A few nights 
ago, George James, who had been instru- 
mental in promoting the uprising against 
the Meachamites, was greeted with 
a fusilade of bullets as he sat 
at dis supper table. first bullet 
knocked the lamp lighting the room to pieces 
and, the rest being fired in the dark, he 
escaped without hurt. The outrage was 
charged to Jordan and Jordan’s death fol- 
lowed. Jordan’s kin and sympathizers are 
arming themselves and threaten a general 
reprisal, and the good citizens, although 
well prepared, are in momentary expectation 
of another horrible assassination. 


KANSAS CITY ‘WATER-WORKS, 


Justice Brewer Grants a Supersedeas in 
the Controversy.

GIBBS MURDER MYSTERY. 


No Clewto the Assassin or Cause of the 
Crime Yet Found. 

BuFFALO, N. Y., April 29.—At 2 o’clock this 
morning the Gibbs murder mystery still 
baffies the detectives, and no arrests have 
been made. Nobody is suspected. No 
weapon has been found. The police have 
searched in vain for foot- prints or signs of an 
encounter. Nelther is there knowledge or be- 
liet of any grudge or enmity towards the 


dead man. 

The assailant’ s purpose evidently was not 
robbery, as Gibbs’ watch, money and jew- 
elry remained intact, even his coat was Dut- 
toned tight. 

All that is positively known is that Gibbs 
died from a wound inflicted by a small call- 
bre revolver, held at short range, aod that 
three shots were heard fired In rapid succes- 
sion. 

he mysterfous absence of a weapon ora 
motive for swicide or a murder make it the 
strangest casés in the annals of Buffalo 
crimes. | 

Montgomery Gibbs was a well-known 
young lawyer. He was shot on Delaware 
avenue this evening at 9:45 o’clock. He died 
immediately after his arrival at the goneral 
hospital. 

As faras knownto the police no one was 
seen to fire the shots and those first to arrive 
on the scene saw onl a 
man lying on the sidewalk 
bleod pouring from three wounds and 
nobody near at hand. The shooting took 
place at the corner of Bryant street and Del- 
aware avenue, both fashionable and 
much-travelea thoroughfares. The idea 
orf suicide is hardly robable. Mr. 
Gibbs was a popular and well-respected citi- 
zen and an able member of his profession. 
He had no deadly enemies that his friends 
are aware of. He was unmarried, 


Sterilizing Mi k by Electricity. 


A method of sterilizing milk by the aid of 
an electric current has been devised by two 
Dutch Inventors. Many proposals have-been 
brought forward recently for sterilizing 
water inthis way, but milk has proved a 
much more difficult fluid, because of the large 
amount of pabulum for micro-organisms 
which it contains. the milk to be sterilized 
is submitted to the action of a strong alter- 
nating current which isapplied to it in the 
ordinary dairy utenslis.

AN OLD STORY. 


Statements of Armor- Plate Frauds Ever 
Sincethe Homestead Riots. 


HOMESTEAD, Fa., April 28.—When John 
McLuckie, David Lynch and Wm. Roberts 
went on the stump at the close of the strike 
at Homestead they declared in Youngstown, 
in Louisville, Ky., in New York and many 


other places thatthe Carpegie company had 
not the facilities for making heavy armor 

late, that is, plate over four anda half 
nehes thick, and the only way they suc- 
ceeded in getting the plates accepted was by 
fraud, The speeches were published and the 
men who made them are at the service of 
any congressional committee who desire to 
know whether rotten or good armor 
plate is on the side of the battle-ships of the 
new navy. 

Henry C. Frick and all the other men con- 
nected with the Carnegie company are main- 
taining a policy of silence in regardto the 
constantly accumulating mass of svidence 
that their dealings with the United States 
have been marked by the greatest national 
scandal of a decade. They are not idle 
though. Detectives are constantly dogging 
the steps of McLuckie and others who bave 
announced their willingness to expose tke 
— system of fraud in the armor- plate 
mili. 

Not long ago a man went to Denis Reilly, 
whose evtlence was the strongest among ali 
that furnished by Edgar sil and his party of 
informers, and tried to induce him to sign 
an affidavit that so far as his knowledge 
went neither Carnegie nor Frick was cogni- 
zant ofthe frauds. Reilly, whose reputa- 
tion for veracity is high among his fellows, 
promptly refused to make any such amd vit, 
despite the flattering offers of reward made 
to him. He said to a friend after that he 
could not consistently sign his name to such 
a statement, because while he had no direct 
evidence thatthe steel barons ordered the 
frauds he knew that Frick was at the mill 
nearly every day while rotten armor plate 
was being made and doctored. 

Those who know Supt. Schwab will recall 
that six or seven years ago, when he was at 
the Edgar Thompson Steel Works, and the 
f_irmwas Carnegie, Phipps 4 Co., he was a 
cautious man in anything that affected the 
mill, and never took decided action on any 
doubtful point without cabling to Carnegie. 
Sometimes he sent two and three cablesa 
week. ithen Frick was put in charge and 
after the manufacture of armor plate here 
his visits to the mill were of almost dally oc- 
currence. He was always within reach ofa 
telephone message at his office in Pittsburg. 
Sceuhwab by the way, ts still in complete con- 
tro) ofthe Carnegie plant at Homestead, al- 
though a great fuss was made over his al- 
leged retirement from all connection with 
the armor plate department, 

While would-be informers are tumbling 
over one another in their efforts to market 
information or to have made public informa- 
tion already in the hands of the Navy De- 
partment there are dozens of men willing 
and anxious to tell any A constituted 
authority what they Know about rotten 
armor plate made between 189i and 1894. A 
significant feature of these statements is the 
very slight attention they pay to the Govern- 
ment inspectors. No man of the scores seen 
by the Post-DISPATCH correspondent during 
the last two weeks seems to regard a Go - 
ernment inspector as inany way a stumbling 
block to the perpetration of the frauds. No- 
body caresto make any accusation against 
the inspectors. Ihe most friendly feeling 
always existed between inspectors and 
workmen. The ipspectors were good fel- 
lows. They did not know any more than 
they were told. That seems to be the gen- 
oral idea ofthe young naval lieutenants and 
ensigns. 

There never has been any question among 
the skilled workmen at Homestead as to the 
character of the armor plate being foisted on 
the Government by the Carnegie company. 
It is regarded as the height of absurity or 
worse that the authorities at Washington 
should have allowed the Carnegie —4 wd 
to emerge from the cloud of Secretary Her- 
bert’s first investigation with a smircao only 


on ten months of the work, and that ten 


months a period after the great strike in 
1892, when complaisant persons might assume 
that the mill was in a Ccisorganized condition. 
The wholesale frauds came near being ex. 
ploited In the summer of 1892. The facts 
were there and dosens of the workmen knew 
abcutthem. Lawyer Brennan, the attorney 
for the Amalgamated Association, was in 
consultation in July, 1892, with several lead- 
ers of the strike regarding the advisability of 
publishing broadcast the Carnegie frauds on 
the Government. Lawyer Erwin of St. aul 
who came here to deiend the men accused o 
rioting, was taken into the conference. 
Many of the leaders thought that a complete 
exposure of the whole system of making 
rotten armor plate, piates that would hold 
barrels of waterand that had been improp- 
erly tempered, and palming them o on the 
Government inspectors as first-class work 
would help the cause ofthe strikers. Attor- 
ney Brennansaid it would look too much 
like revenge. Attorney Erwin declared the 
exposure a good thing and wanted it made. 
Some affidavits were arranged for, Dut other 
things engaged the attention of the strikers 
and their friends and attorneys, and the ex- 
posure was delayed, and it finally came 
through pajd informers who covered a 
period of only ten months’ defective work, 
according the President Clevelanda’s uecision 
on appeal. President Garland and ex-Presi- 
dent Wyhe ofthe Amalgamated Association 
can testify that the armor-plate frauds were 
discussed in the counclis of the association

Up Their Influence, 


ANY CHANGE MUST BE IN THE DIREC- 
TION OF A PROTECTORATE. 


Ready to Grant to the United States by 
Treaty Her Present Commercial Rights 
and Standing in the Islands—Honor 
of the Empire Involved—General For- 
eign News.

BERLIN, April 28.—Inquiries have resulted 
in information to the effect that the German 
Government will under no consideration 
consent to any proposition which would 
diminish German influence in Samoa or else- 
where, and a change from the present atti- 
tude of the German Government toward 
Samoa, therefore, would be in the direction 
ofa German protectorate over the Samoan 
Islands, 

On the other hand the German Government 
is willing to grant to the United States by 
treaty any demands which would secure to 
America her present commerelal rights and 
standing in Samoa. This is the standpoint 
of Germany, and it is looked upon as involv- 
ing the honor of the German Empire. 

In pursuance ofhis planto suppress ex 
travagance among officers in the German 
army Emperor William has instructed the 
commanding officers to give permission to 
Keep race horses only to the most wealthy of 
the officers, andto suppressthe custom ac- 
cording towhich subordinate officers make 
expensive presents, : 

The Empress of Germany and her children 
arrived at Wild Park Rallroad Station, Pots- 
dam, to-day and drove straight tothe new 
palace. The Empress received an ovation 
from the crowds of people gathered to wel- 
come her.

Hardships of Her Crew, Whe Worked the 
Pumps Thirty-Sitx Hours. 


ST. JOHNS, Newfoundland, April 8. — The 
French brigantine Mavolette, reported by the 
ship Fasendale, which arrived at New York 
yesterday, was lost while on her way from 
Granville, France. tothe cod fishery on New 
foundliand Banks. She carried thirteen 
men and twenty-six fishermen, The 
tempestous weather of March dealt 
severely with the vessel, and she 
was driven into the ice fields. Tei floes 
broke off herrudder irons during a heavy 
gale and the rudder stove in her stern plank - 
ing. She was in danger of sinking. Signals 
of distress were made toother ships, but 
these wereall in peril andunable to help 
her. 

The men, compelled to depend on their 
own exertions for thirty-six hours, workea 
the pumps constantly, but the 
ship, despite their efforts, sank rapidly. 


The exertions of the crew together with the 
exposure to cold and bad weather exhausted 
them and they were about to give up when 
the Brigantine Junon managed to get along- 
side ata great risk and took them off in her 
small boats. 

The Mavolette sank within an hour after 
being deserted. Inthe same galeonthe ice 
floes two other Vessels were wrecked, the 
Jacquel and Helene. Thecrew were saved. 
The fishermen and crew of the Mavolette 

arrived at St. Pierre, Miquelon, yesterday.

FORMAL EXPRESSION OF HIs VIEWs 
so TO BE PUBLISHED. 


Teller’s Explanation of the Vote Cast by 
the Silver Republicans on Mr. Harris 
Motion to Take Up the Bul- wu 
Not Be a Party to Any Dilatory Tac- 
tics—Prolonged Debate All a Faroe. 


WasuIneTon, D. C., April 28.—Secretary 
Carlisle, representing the administration, ts 
taking an active part in the new amend- 
ments of the Wilson bill. He was in consul- 
tation at the Treasury Department to-day 
with the Louisiana Senators on the subject 
of the proposed changes in the sugar scned- 
ule, and subsequently he went to the Cap- 
itol and saw the Democratic members of the 
Finance Committee. It is estimated that he 
will very soon give to the country a formal 
expression of his views on the present as- 
pect ofthe tariff question, and the duty of 
Congress and the party in the premises. 

Secretary Carlisle has from the outset been 
anearnest advocate of some legisiation on 
the subject, and to this end he is counseling 
now such concessions as appear to be im 
perative to secure the passage of the Wilson 
bill, He would not, of course, permit the 
**conservatives’’ to have everything their 
own way, but he thinks they can be won 
over short ofthis, and he advises the adop- 
tion of such a policy. 

A sigoificantexplanation of the vote cast 
by the silver Republicans to-day in favor of 
the motion of Mr, Harris to take up the tariff 
billis made by Mr. Teller. The Colorado 
Senator said to the PoOSsT-DISPATCH corres- 
pondent to-night: 

„We have served notice on those of our 
side whoare leading the fight against the 
Wilson bill that we will not be a party to any 
Allbustering or dtlatory tactics. We were 
taught the enormity of such an offense at the 
extra session, when we were jumped on and 
hounded because we wanted to protect our 
silver interests. 

‘*‘Why, some ofthese same men who ex- 
pect us to filibuster now were the ones who 
prodded Senator Voorhees to begin the extra 
session as early as 10 o’clock and continue 
until 10 at night right along.

DUTY ON SUGAR. 


Decision of the Democratic Senators Ar- 
ranging the Compromise. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—The Demo- 
cratic Senators who have been engaged in 
preparing a tariff compromise have been 
considering the sugar duty especially to-day 
and have decided, besides fixing a tariff of 40 
per cent ad valorem on all sugars and one- 
eighth of a cent additional on refined sugar, 
to impose a further duty of one-tenth of a 
cent on sugar imported from countries pay- 
ing a bounty to sugar producers. 

The last provision is supposed to be aimed 
especially at Germany, where a bounty is 

aid on beet sugar. It has been decided also 
o extend the time when the sugar schedule 
shall take effect until January 1, 1895, which 
willinsure the bounty under the McKinle 
law for this season’s crop. Itis understo 
that these two provisions have been inserted 
in response to the earnest solicitations of the 
Louisiana Senators.

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COLD BATH TREATMENT. 


Paper on Its Efficiency in Typhoid Fever 
Cases—St. Louis Medical Society. 


The St. Louls Medical Society met last night 
with Dr. W. B. Outten, the President, in the 
chair. The following nominations for mom 
bership were made: Dr. Hartwell, N. Lyon, 
Dr. Paul F. Vasterling, Dr. John B. Rule and 


Dr. E. O. Dutro. 

Dr. Borck read a paper on a case of chotes- 
teatoma of the temporal bone, a form of tu- 
mor of the ear. 

Dr. G. W. Broome presented a new instru. 
ment to be used in exploratory operations on 
the skull. Drs. Meisenbach and Borck 
passed unfavorable criticisms on the instru- 
ment, which they considered too dangerous 
to be handled with safety. Dr. Broome still 
maintained that it wasthe best instrument 
of its Kind. 

Dr. A. F. Bock next presented two path- 
ological specimens in the shape of tumors 
and Dr. Hugo Summa two of cancers. Dr. 
Mayfield submitted oneof hydatiform cyst. 
Dr. C. Shattinger then read an interesting 
paper on the treatment oftyphoid fever by 
the Bront system of cold water baths. He 
exhibited during the reading of 
his paper a number of care- 
fully prepared charts showing the 
percentages of mortality in thousands of 
cases of typhoid fever which had been 
treated by the old methods with anti-pyretic 
medicines, and also by the Bront system. 

From statistics compiled by the Board of 
Health of New York City he showed that 
during the period between 1876 and 1885 
the moftality had been 47.8 per cent. 
In st. Louis from 1891 to 1893 
the percentage was 89.4, and during 
the epidemic period of 1893 in a total of 86.24 
cases the percentage had been 16.1. Only a 

rt ofthese cases had been given the cold 
th treatment. 

In 1,7lilcasesinthe Prussian army where 
the bath treatment had been used exclusive 
ly the mortality was as low as 4 per cent, and 
in 1,000 cases treated directly under 
the supervision of Bront where 
the rules of the treatment had deen 
strictly followed the mortality was reduced 
tolpercent. The statistics gathered by Dr. 
Shattinger were taken from German, Prus- 
sian, French, English and American reports, 
and without exception produced a strong ur- 
gument in favor of the cold dath treat- 
ment. While he admitted that the 
treatment could not be administered 
as well in a private house as 
in a well-appointed and equipped hospital— 
yet there were few homes in which it could 
not be carried out with effect. He claimed 
that the baths acted upon the tient bene- 
fcially in many more respects than as a sim- 
ple anti-febrile and described some of these 
in detail. The discussion of the paper was 
laid over until the next meeting.

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THERBRAW'S CROWN JEWELS. 


All England Interested in Thsir Disap- 
pearance. 


Lonpon, April 28.—All England is deeply 
interested im anew mystery, what became 
of King Theebaw’s crown jewels and other 
wealth when the British occupied the palace 
at Mandelay, Burmah, after the campaign 
of 1885? This question has come up through 
the death-bed confession of a private in the 
West Surrey Regiment, who declares that he 


and a companion, William White, secured 
allora portion of these treasures and hid 
them in the vicinity. This statement has 
been made public, and private detectives 
have been sent to Burmah to help recover 
the treasure. At the time of the British occu- 
pation orders were given by the Government 
thatthe annexation of Burmah should be 
carried out peacefully and without blooa- 
shed, and every endeavor was made to ob- 
tain King Theebaw’s submission. But he re- 
fused to comply with the British demands, 
and the troops were marched from the flo- 
tilla to the palace walls. An assault was 
made and the palace was occupied. Shortly 
after Thebaw abdicated and he and his two 
wives were sent off by a steamer. 

As soon asthe King had given his submis- 
sion guards were placed in the royal rooms 
to protect the jewels of countless worth 
which were known to be there, and great 
was the disappointment in England when it 
was discovered that the treasures had dis- 
apeared. 

Among these missing treasures was a gold 
calf weighing several hundred weight, as 
wellasa portionof the regalia and quan- 
tities of precious stones. The crown is stud- 
ded with rubies and diamonds and is sur- 
mounted by a peacock. At the time sus- 
picion rested on the Burmah Minister and 
the maids of honor, and every effort was 
made to trace the treasure, but without 
avail. Now, after nine years, the whole 
subject comes up as this confessioa of a pri- 
vate soldier, who Was presentat the attack 
on the palace and who declared that he and 
a companion buried the stolen plunder under 
@ sentry Dox. 

The story, romantic as it sounds, reminds 
one of WilKie Collins’ Monnstone, Dut in 
the Oriental annals it is not at all unique. The 
whole of India is supposed to hold buried 
treasures of this King, and the disap te 
ment of the British authorities is similar to 
the indignation of Cortez when he arrived at 
the capital of the Montezumas and found that 
the treasures of that monarch had disap- 
peared. All those countries which for centu- 
ries have been subject to invasion have been 
— the habit of burying their wealth in secret 
places. 

No one can read Gibbon without wondering 
how much treasure lies in the ooze of the 
Tiber, from which it is singular that no 
modern engineer has sought to dredge for 
the golden candlestick of solomon that some 
one threw there.

Whatever may be the opinion of 
the movement, whether it be condemned as 
socialistic, anarchical or what not, it never- 
theless remains a fact that the unemployed 
have gone as far as they peaceably could in 
protest against the wrongs which they 
charge have been done the poor man in the 
last thirty years. 

And, furthermore, whether it be right or 
wrong, this movement has the almost un- 
qualified support of the mass of the people of 
this country, of the men who work with their 
hands, who delve and dig and build and make 
the wealth of the nation. 

In order to learn what is the feeling of the 
steady workingman, to test the sentiment of 
the men who stay at home and look without 
prejudice, from a distance at Coxey and 
his hosts, the Post-Dispatcn has had the 
representatives of the different labor unions 
in St. Louls interviewed on this subject, and 
it has been found that almost toa man they 
are active sympathizers with Coxey and his. 
demands. If a poll of st. Louis were to be 
taken to-day with the question as an issue 
the thousands upon thousands of laboring 
men would unquestionably indorse the 
movement.

Saw Francisco, Cal., April 28,—The Fran- 
iner will to-morrow publish answers from 
nearly 100 Senators and Representatives to 
the question: What shall be done with the 
Industrial Army when it arrives in Washing- 
ton?“ Many members of both Houses de. 
cline toexpress an opinion. Here are the 
opinions expressed: 

Senator White: Let it alone unless it does 
something to us. 

Senator Perkins: Treat the army well. 
They will keep within the bounds of the law 
and Gepart in peace. 

Senator Chandler: I believe we snoula 
receive them kindiy, see that they do not 
suffer from hunger, and give hearings to 
their delegates or spokesmen by our regular 
committee. 

Senator Allison: I do not think Coxey and 
his men are going to hurt us. We may have 
to feed them a littie.’’ 

Senator Harris: ‘‘As long as they keep 
within the law let them alone. If they vio- 
late any jaw they will be punished just the 
same as any other law-breaker.’’ 

Senator Palmer: they have as mitch 
right to come here as any one. if any III. 
nois people are in the army aud are hungry, 
I will feed them. 

Senator Lodge: If any petition is proper- 
ly presented, it will be received and order 
will be maintained.’’ 

Senator Gorman: Lou mean this fellow 
Coxey? Let him drift around and take care 
of himself. 

Senator Blackburn: ‘‘I would accord any 
kindness and civility to them as long as they 
behave. No legislation in their interest Is 
needed er is likely to result from their visit. 

Senator Hale: ‘‘Ihaveno apprehensions. 
They can do no harm. Congress can do noth- 
ing. Their petitions will be presented in the 
usual way, and thy will gradually dissolve 
and drift away.’’

Coxeyism as Viewed by the Chief of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

New York, April 28.—Samuel Gompers, 
President.of the American Federation of 
Labor, said to-day in reference to the Coxey 
movement: The working people-are becom 
ing convinced thatit is the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to see toit that everyone of its eiti- 
zens are given work. Coxerism is becoming 


a great eye Opener to organized labor. The 
rich are becoming too overbearing, and with 
their trusts are squeezing the laboring 
classes too tizht. it is no more 
than right that they should lend a 
little of theic .surplus wealth to the 
Government without interest, as a buffer to 
the startling condition of affairs brought 
about by the hard times. However, what I 
am angered at most is the position some of 
the authorities have taken in attempting to 
intimidate the Coxeyltes and Induce them to 
return howe. This is too un-American to be 
thought of orto betolerated. They have as 
much right to patition Congress as any other 
honest citizen.’’ Mr. Gompers called atten- 
tion to the following resolution adopted by 
the Executive Council:

Carl Brown is a man of powerful frame

INDIA’S SNAKES. 


Fully 20,000 People Die Every Year 
From Their Bites. 


Altogether about 20,000 persons die each 
year in India from the dites of various 
snakes, and it is no exaggeration to say th@t 
some sixty of Queen Victoria’s subjects who 
were alive and well yesterday are to-day 
being burnt or buried out there as a sequel to 
these accidents, says a writer in McClure’s 
Magazine, The same will happen to-morrow 


and the next day; and at least one death 
from similar causes may be expected to 
occurevery half hour between now and the 
time that the readers of McClure’s Magasine 

ruse what I have written. Mortality of 
this magnitude is a terrible thing,though the 
fact must be remembered that it is distribj 
uted among a population four times as large 
as that of the United States, and thus passes 
to a great extent unnoticed. 

The casualties are confined almost entirely 
tothe poorer and more ignorant natives,who 
habitually go about with barefeet. For, al- 
though creatures like hamadryas and the 
echis are occasionally spoiling for a fight, as 
a general rule a snake is no more anxious to 
be trodden upon than a man is to tread upon 
it. The consequence is that people who wear 
boots are hardly ever bitten. This is not so 
much because of the protection of the leather 
as on account of the noise made by a boot 
upon the ground, which warns the snake to 
t outof the way. The ordinary native in 
re feet makes hardly any sound whatever 
as he walks along, and is consequently very 
liable to surprise a snake in the path. The 
white man, on the other hand, in a good pair 
of creaky boots, is so safe that it is most ex- 
septional to hear of an accident where he is 
concerned.

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Title to the Property Left by Robert 
Wright at Issue. 


IT I8 ESTIMATED TO AGGREGATE D- 
TWEEN $200,000 AND $300,000. 


The Trouble Began Last Fall, When the 
Wife of James Wright Sued Him for 
Divoroe—The James Family Implicated 
in the Litigation—A Knotty Legal 


Tangle. 


WELLINGTON, Kan,, April 28.—The Sumner 
County Court to-day began the hearing of 
the test case in the matter of the question of 
title to $200,000 to $300,000 worth of property 
hela by the Wright family, so well Known in 
Southern Kansas courts. 

The trouble in the family begun when 
the wife of James Wright sued him for di- 
vorce last fall. At that time Wright, who 
was commonly supposed to be worth nearly 
$500,000, came into court and swore that 
he was penniless. All the property sup- 
posed to belong to him had been placed 
in the names of his sons. Shortly after this 
his eldest son, Robert Wright, who held the 
larger share of this property, died, but not 
before his father had drawn $100,000 cash and 
securities deposited in his name in a local 
bank. 

The widow of Robert Wright, as adminis- 
tratrix of his estate, sued her father-in-law 
for these moneys, and he in turn sued her 
for the $200,000 or $300,000 worth of property 
still in the nameof his son, which had re- 
verted to the possession of the widow at the 
death of the son. 

Over thirty suits and counter-suits fol- 
lowed, implicating all members of the 
Wright family. Old man Wright makes the 
unprecedented plea in his Petition that the 
property in the name of Robert Wright, his 
son, never really belonged to the latter, but 
was transferred to himto prevent an order 
ot the court to pay alimony to Mrs. Wright, 
the elder divorcee, and he files his complaint 
in the same court whose order he seeks to 
evade. 

The case has attracted great attention, and 
the court. room was crowded to the doors to- 
day,a half - hundred farmers and families, who 
are tenants on the property involved, being 
among the spectators, Attorneys were pres- 
ent from all over the district to hear the 
judgment of the court in such an unusdal 
case and its expression regarding Wright's 
peculiar confession and complaints. 

The case called to-day is entitied James 
Wright vs. Eliza Jane right, administra- 
trix, and the decision will practically quiet 
title to all of the large estate and practically 
determine the results of all the other suits. 

Old man Wright isan uncle ofthe James

Verdictisthatshe died of a gunshot wound 

through the heart inflicted by Dominick 
O'Grady. 
The Prosecuting Attorney had O'Grady ex- 
' @mined as to his sanity by Dr. Leroy Bram 
Die this morning, and the result is 
that he is pronounced perfectly sane. 
County Prosecutor Schwartz decided to 
convene the Grand-jury, held subject 
to call to-day to consider the charge of mur- 
Ger against Fr. O'Grady. It required quick 
Work to get the jury as well as the witnesses 
together. Among those whose testimony 
Was heard were Mrs. Charles Tibbles, Miss 
Mary Tibdbies, ohn McNulty, Anna and Thos. 
Garretty, Dr. Kibler and others. With the 
testimony of one ortwo others an indictment 
will be found against O’Grady, and an im- 
mediate trial will be sought dy the Pros- 
ecutor. Fr. O’Grady’s counsel is the famous 
firm of criminal lawyers, Shay & Cogan. 

When seen at the jail this evening bya 
Pcar-DisratTcn correspondent, Fr. O’Grady 
reiused to talk of the case. 

ROMANCE AND TRAGEDY. 

From the relatives of the dead girl, from 
Papers and letters found in the satchel of 
Fr. O'Grady and from other sources can be 
traced the story of the romance which ended 


80 tragically last Wednesday afternoon. Its 
first chapter «pens in ireland, where Mary 
Gilmartin, then in ber teens, was one of the 
belles of Tobercurry, County Sligo. All this 
time Mary remained in America, but the 
pair kept up a correspondence. Again 
©’Grady came to this country and learned 
that Mary was in Cincinnat!. He wrote that 
he was coming to seeher. He did come, but 
Mary pleaded with him to go back to Phila- 
Gelphia. Mary, in the meantime, had se- 
Cured a position as clerk in the Pulvwermacher 
Belt Co., on East Sixth street. Her stay 
in this city was made as pleasant as possible 
Dy the Tibbles family, with whom she lived. 
They took her to parties and receptions and 
theaters. She was getting along very nicely 
unt the early part of March, whea Fr. 
©’ Grady again showed up inthis city. This 
time he engaged a room on the second floor 
of No. 1 Chestnut street, where he could 
watch )\ary’s every move. He wrote her 
notes and she answered them. Sometimes 
she malled them and sometimes she waited 
until every one was in bed and then 
Gropped them to him out of the window. 
But the girl Gnally grew tired of the priest. 
She had met some nice young fellows, and 
preferred their society to that of the young 

@st from ireland. He wrote her several 
etters from Pbilladelphia, She answered 
em, but they did not contain the warm 
words of love. They were cold, and each 
one told him not to come to this city, as she 
would not see him. She toid him that she 
head been deceived, and that she never 
Wanted to see him again. His replies were 
threatening. He was in a strange country 
unable to get a church, as his connection 
with her had ruined him. He demanded of 
her a letter to be sent to Bishop Lyster, say- 
ing that in no way had he anything to do 
with her downfall, She wrote the following 
letter: 

My Lonp-—I can ewear that Father O'Grady was 
not the cause of my leaving home He had not any- 
‘thing todo With it.

REINSTATED Pocock. 


Health Officials to Keep a Surveillance 
Over South Side Park. 


Ata special meeting of the Board of Health 
yesterday at which the Mayor presided the 
question of taking all necessary precautions 
to prevent the spread of small-pox 
in the city was discussed. Health Com- 
missioner Homan presented a written recom- 
mendation in which he urged immediate 
action taken against the race tracks of the 
city. He referred tothe fact that the South 
Side Park would open its meeting 
last nightand that he had been informed 
that horse and men from Madison had taken 
stables there. He suggested a quarantine 
against the track. 

City Counselor Marshall, who was called to 
take part in the meeting, advised against 
such stringent measures until the board had 
positive proof that there were racing men or 
horses from Madison at the track. 
He considered it preferable to first give 


the South Side authorities a fair warning. 

In aceordance with these views a resolu- 
tion was adopted that the managers, own- 
ers and lessees of South Side Pars should be 
notified that if they permitted or allowed 
any horse, baggage or person from Madison, 
III., to enter or be quartered upon the prem- 
ises Of the park. the place would be regarded 
as an infected — and the place closed 

the public. 
OTe Health Commissioner stated that he 
had been Informed that there were a number 
of Madison horses and stablemen quarte 
near the Fair Grounds who intended to take 
part in the South side races. 

He was authorized to have a corps of san- 
itary inspectors to keep trace of their move- 
ments. .

**Phellm T and Mike Hester were the 
heroes of that ffe, and that was the begin- 
ning of the life-saving corps as a feature of 
fire departments in the United States. The 
organization of the first pompler corps, as it 
was known, was dpe to the good work of 
Col. E. D. Meier of this city, whose recoliec- 
tion of the service as it was performed in 
Germany wasthe basis for our work here. 
The first pompier corps was a volunteer 
organization, but it was transferred to the 
regular fire department shortly after its 
ractical nature was demonstrated. Chris 
joell was its foreman, and its work was so 
widely studied that Hoell was afterwards 
sent for from New York, where he organized 
a similar corps. ; 
Another disastrous fire within my recol- 
lection,’’ continued the Chief. What was is 
remembered as the ‘Armory Hall fire,’ al- 
though the Armory Hall was not destroyed. 
This occurred April 4, 1879, the firstand second 
alarms coming in almost simultaneously at 
9:25 clock p. m., and the third alarm at 
9:35, from box 81, corner Fourth street and 
Washington avenue. The fire had started in 
the building 1 by Mack & Co. on 
Broadway, where Nugent’s now stands, and 
had spread to other adjoining buildings. 
When the engines arrived it was found that 
the most advantageous point from which 
to ght the fire was the roof of the old Ar- 
mory Halli building, which stood just inthe 
rear of those burning. The men of 
Hook and Ladder Company No. 3 
were at work here. The walls of 
the burning Mack baliliding stood above 
the Armory Hallroof, but there was plenty 
of room for retreat and it was considered a 
safe staton. Without any warning, how-

Bell, Chief of the Government Secret Service. 
Chief Bell at once dispatched Officer John G. 
Cowie to South Carolina. He found out his 
home, about six miles from Charleston. 
Cowle at once set to work to identify Mars- 
ten as the writer of the threatening letter. 
He shadowed him night and day, and picked 
up an acquaintance with him. Marsten did 
not suspect his “errand, and the pair became 
quite intimate.

The dusky Queen, tradition says, was fond 
of chestnuts, and one day in tie fall of the 
year littie Joe wandered away into the forest 
to where he knew there was a big chestnut 
tree, whose pendent boughs were heavy 
with the golden brown burrs. He soon had a 
big beap ofthe nuts, and was just starting 
tocliimbD up a tree to give itaisst shake, 
when witha resounding warwhoop six In-

CHURCHES, vocating the taxing of 
churches,yet this is just what 

Rev. Madison O. Peters does in the current 
number of the Forum. Indeed he goes fur- 
ther and advocates the taxation of the prop- 
erty of all charitable institutions, hospitals 


and orphanages. He has many pjausible 
reasons to support his views. If churches 
were taxed, he says, modest buildings would 
be erected where they were most needed, in- 
stead of building one great structure in some 
fashionable quarter. Though churches may 
be held asipublic property, many of them, 
and at least the Catholic ones, charge for 
seats, while the Protestant churches charge 
very often such high pew rents as to ex- 
clude many people. While charitable inst!- 
tutions, he argues, their work is not wholly 
philanthropic and they receive revenue, 
while many of them are supported at public: 
expense. The taxation of churches, he ar- 
gues, is in harmo with true Amerjean 
principles, and in rmony with the ex- 
rience of nations.

ZOLA’S EARLY STRUGGLES, 


Writing Poetry and Feeding Its Muse on 
Bread, Cheese and Coffse. 


I now found myself face to face with life, 
without even the degree necessary for the 
most humble position in ang of the branches 
for which I was sulted, says Emile Zola, in 
an interview printed in McClure’s Magazine, 
Iwas without money and practically two 
people to support. Thanks to M. Lapot, who 
had been a friend of my father’s, I got a 


clerkship ata kindof entrepot in the Rue de 
la Douane, where I was paid 60 francs a 
month. But the work was such utter drudg- 
ery, and the prospects of any improvement 
in position so utterly negative, that I pre- 
ferred to risk starvation than to continue 
there, and resigned after two months of the 
worst slavery I have ever passed through. 
had then about eighteen months of the 
most miserable bohemianismto go through, 
without position, without work, starving 
most of the time, and reduced to the most 
dreadful expedients for a meal of bread and 
cheese. Yet duringallthigtime I continued 
to write poetry, and nothing but poetry. My 
leasure was to walk along the quays, spend 
ng hours in reading the books exposed for 
sale, and often an object of suspicion to the 
booksellers, for I was dreadfully shabby. 
remember what a shocking overcoat I had at 
thattime. It wasquite green withage and 
threadbare all over. 

At that time 1 was living on the seventh 
story of a house in the Rue St. Victor. Later 
on I moved tothe Rue St. Etienne du Mont, 
where for the first time I was separated from 
my mother. I hved in a sort of belvedere 
on the very top of the house, where it was a 
legend that my abode had once been ten- 
anted by Bernardin de St. Pierre. I never 
had a fre all those cold months, and, when I 
could afford a candle, it was my great joy. 
A candle meant that I could work at litera. 
ture, which was then my absorbing pas- 

night. Aue

cheese or a cup of black coffee, I considered 
myself rolling in luxury; but most often 
bread, and not too much of that, formed my 
sole diet. Iremember once having to come 
home in my shirt sleeves on a bitterly cold 
day because I had 7 rs 4 overcoat toa 
younglady whom was then courting to 
pawn for her needs.

General] Information as to the Method Is 
Hard to Obtain.

That of 
itself costs 60 cents. Then there is a $3 filing 
fee and the fees for the lawyer. If it happens 
to be the wife who is suing she can ask for 
money to conduet her suit and alimony for 
her maintenance afterwards. The alimony 


the woman inthe style and station to which 
she has been accustomed, and if she 
has children they are generally provided 
tor. If it is the man who sues, he 


generally has to bear the whole burden of 
costs himself, and unless the woman is 
utterly bad it is hard for him to get absolute 
control overthe children to the exclusion of 
the mother, 


LEGAL STATUS OF THE DIVOROER. 

The fact that persons have been dtvorced 
does not debar either of them from getting 
married again justas soon asthey please. 
They may afterwards find that their divorce 


is not recognized in other States and in con- 
sequence the second marriage is not con- 
sidered legal. 

It is seldom, however, that persons who 
have been divorced from each other marry 
again, but within the past three months 
three such cases bave occurred, and only a 
few days agoa divorced couple was remar- 
riea by a Catholic priest, who toox the 
ground that they had not been divorced, but 
having lived apart it was better to have the 
ties of matrimony tied up alittle more. 

Blood relations as close as first cousins are 
not allowed to marry in Missouri, and any 
such marrige is both void and punishable 
unless it was contracted previous to the 
enactment of the law on the subject. 

in this State the marriage license is neces- 
sary, and when the ceremony bas been per- 
formed the license must be returned, and 
certificates of marriage issued by the min- 
ister or civil officer performing the cere- 
mony. This must be done within ninety 
days, according to the law, and it has led to 
some queer complications. 

TWO ODD CASES. 

Ifin going over the books the Recorder 
finds that licenses have been Issued and never 
heard from again he writes to the contracting 
parties foran explanation. In one instance 


the woman had moved to another State and 
when located sent back the license with the 
statement that she had no use for it, having 
changed her mind ana married another man 
than the ome named in the license. 

In another case the contracting parties 
when nearly eighteen months had expir 
since they got the license, called on the Re- 
eorder in a great state of agitation and said 
that when they got the license they 
believed they had done all that was 
necessary, as they had been living together 
as man and wife in Diissful ignorance of hav- 
ing violated any laws whatever. They were 

romptly marriedand duly forgiven by the 

corder. A Very peculiar fact,which can be 
observed by a glauce at the daily reeord of 
marriage licenses issued, is, that the main 
provocation to matrimony is geography. In 
other words, just because people happen to 
live in the same house, or the same biock, 
they grow to Know each other well enough to 
marry and very soon regret it. 

WIVES AS PLAINTIFFS. 

The divorces are brought in about equal 
numbers by the husbands and by the wives. 
Sometimes cross bills are put in and some- 
times no answer is made at all. 


to the husbands it must de said that they 
seldom ask for divorces unless thay have a 
pretty good reason. 

The wives, on the other hand, put the hus- 
dands in avery bad light when their peti- 
tions come in. Most of the ‘women who 
ask to be freed from their bonds bave 
either been deserted by their husbands 
or else have had to putup with a drunkard 
and the accompanying abuse and harsh 
treatment. 

Once in awhile they confess that they have 
been imposed upon and find that they have 
married a man who has a superfluous stock 
of wives on hand already. Itisseidom dim 
cult for them to secure a divorce, as the 
offending husband usually to appear 
when the time comes. 

Collusion between the parties is a very 
dificult subject to deal with in the 
courts and it was only the other 
day thata divorce was setaside because it 
had been brought by the husband 
knowledge of t :
